Things being made by God that truly 
never did exift, but in the * deluded 
Fancies of the unlearned Vulgar ; I 
eould not but fearch the original Text, 
in order to find out if it was poflible 
or not fo to interpret thefe antient Wri- 
tings, that natural as well as religious 
Truth may be found in every Page of 
them. Nor- had I learned much of 
the Hebrew^ until I oblerved from the 
Didionaries that the fame Word often 
bears many different, and ibmetimes 
even oppofite. Meanings ; cii is the true 
State of the Cafe with mojl Languages^ 
that the Senfe of fiich Word in this ox 
t'other Text is often determined from 
the Authority of the Rabbins only ; and 
that the Points, made ufe of by the 
more ignorant Students of that Lan- 
guage, never were received into the 
oils kept in the Synagogues. 
If the yews are by Providence de- 
ligned to be the proper Keepers of the 
Scriptures of the Old Teftament, it ap-

pears evident that thofe Books are only 
to be received as fuch, which have been 
by them made ufe of in Divine Service ; 
and in that very Manner in which they 
there appear, that is, diverted of the 
Points and Accents. 

The fame Tradition, which gives 
us Notice what Books we ought to re- 
ceive as fcripturaly informs us alfo that 
the Rolls prefer ved in thtyewijh Syna- 
gogues are exad: Tranfcripts of that 
heretofore kept in the Temple ; from 
which the Inference is plain, that the 
Bible as there found is to be acknow- 
ledged as the only true and genuine 
Scriptures. 

If this is not yielded to, the Au- 
thority of ^e Sacred Writings muft 
immediately fall to the Ground ; for 
put the Cafe, a Chriftian is ask'd. 
From whence have you the Oid Tefia- 
ment f His Anlvver muft be. From th^ 
Jewifh Synagogues. But what Reply 
can he give tp one furthier enquiring 
why the Scriptures are not received a- 
mong Chnftians in the iaxne ^foicvxssx "as.

For if 
ChriftoJis have the Old Teftamentfrom 
the yewi/h Synagogues, • no Reafbn can 
poflibly be given why they fhould not 
take them as they there ftand. It muft 
indeed be conceded, that there is no 
Evidence for afcertaining the Books or 
Nuniber of Books that . make up the 
Old Teftament, if the Authority of the 
yewijh Synagogues is no proper Autho^ 
jity to rely on in this Matter.

All this I apprehend to be confiftait 
with our Saviour's Command to fearch 
the Scriptures them/ehes ; which is aa 
exprefs Prohibition to rely upon th^ 
traditionary Meaning then given to the 
Sacred Writings by the Rakbim^ and 
now patronized by the modern Gran^ 
marians and Lexicographers. 

There being in this Lai^u^e but 
about a thoufand radical or originsd 
Wordsj^jirom which the reft are deriv'd, 
and -u^bn which they of confequence 
depend for their Meaning, or the Idea 
they convey ; there feemed to me no 
Method ib certain for coming at the

tical Meaning of the Scriptures, but alfo 
to enter into the true Senfe and Spirit 
of each Book. 

M Y Defign in this Performance being 
to give the true Senfe of the Scriptures 
from the original Letter ; I could not 
avoid tranflating the Word q^k Gods^ 
according to its certain original Meaning. 

The common Argimient for taking 
il^ when meaning the true God^ to be 
a fingular Word (w«. that it, when fo 
meaning, is always put before Verbs in 
the Singular Number) is both falfe and 
inconclufive. 

I T is falfe ; for there are many Pla- 
ces in Scripture where this Word, when 
certainly meaning the true God, and 
fo tranllated by all Expolitors, is placed 
before Plural Verbs, as in Gen, cL xxxi. 
V. 7. and XXXV. v. 7, &c. 

Besides, there are many Places in 
Scripture where this Word, when un- 
derftood to mean the falfe Gods wor- 
ihipped by the Heathens, is ufed as a 
Nominative to Singular Verbs, Again,

This Argument concludes nothing,. 
becaufe in this Language Plural Nouns, 
when placed as Nominatives to Singular 
Verbs, do yet retain their true and plu-.. 
ral Signification, as in Gen, c^xlix. v, 22. 

I don't intend here tajuftify to yoiir 
Grace every Deviation I have made 
from the common Road, but only fhew 
you by one Inftance chofen out of ma- 
ny, how ready moft People are whcr 
le^na this Language to reft content w;ith 
die ^lie Notions at £rft inftilled into 
them by theii- Teachers 

Many learned Men have indeed 
complained of the Imperfe<H:ions difco- 
verable in all the vulgar Tranllations ; 
but none of them have offered the 
World an exa£i: Verfion of the whole 
Scriptures : They having iktisfied them- 
felves with giving now and then an 
Explanation of fbme of the moft bbvi- 
ouily falfe Texts.

This an- 
fwered the defigned End, and the Gods 
called it the Expanfe"^ of the Names ; ftill 
the Evening and the Morning make ano- 
ther Day.

And the Gods faid. Let there be Illumi* 
nations in an Expanfe of the Names (that 
Day and Night may thereby be divided, and 
there may be Signs, appointed Times, and 
Days, and Years) adapted fo as to give 
Light on Earth : So they formed two great 
Lights, the greater of which was to prevail 
by Day, and the lefs by Night along with 
the Stars, .and appointed thele ruling Names 
to give Light abroad on Earth, and to go- 
vern by Night and Day, and parcel out the 
Light and Darknefs : The Gods faw this to 
be good ; thus the Evening and the Morn- 
ing v/as the fourth Day. And the Gods

done ; the Gods niade each living Creature 
of the Earth in due Degree, the walking 
Beaft according to his Nature, and the 
Reptile according to his ; and faw that they 
all were good. And the Gqds faid, Let us 
make Man by our Image, our own very

Thefe are the Accounts of 'the Namfs^ 
and of the Earthy when they were formed 
in the Day that Jehovah the Gods m^de 
the Earth, and the Names , and every 
Plant of the Field before it appeared from 
rfie Earth, and all the Grafs before it grew, 
altho' yehvah the Gods had yet caufed na 
lUin upon the ^arth, neither yet v^Oi^jidqm 
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to cultivate the Ground ; and a Dew arofe 
froip the Earth ; and watered the whole 
Surface of it : Then Jehovah the Gods made 
red Earth Adam^ and the enlivening Air 
blow'd upon his Lips, and he became ^ 
living Spirit. Now Jehovah the Gods cau- 
fed a Garden to grow in Eden from the 
Eaft, in whiph he placed this Man whom 
he had formed^ for there Jehovah the Gods 
caufed every Tree, beautiful to the Eye, 
and good for Food, to flour^fh as well as 
the Tree of Life, and that of the Know-r 
ledge of Good and Evil in the Middle of the 
Garden. A Fountain went out of Eden 
to water the Garden, and Jehovah parcels

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Evil, becaufe when you eat of it you fhall 
dying die.- Jehovah *the Gods alfo faid> 
That becaufe it was not proper for Adam to 
be alone, he would make a Help meet for 
him ; for Jehovah had now formed of red 
Earth every living Creature, and every 
Fowl of the NameSy and brought them to 
jidam that he might fee what he Would 
have them called ; for in what Manner fo- 
ever he called upon every living Spirit, fuch 
was its Name. Then Adam gave Names 
to every Beaft, to every Fowl of the Names ^ 
and to every living thing of the Field 5 but 
there was found mAdam*^ Prefence no Help 
proper for him. And Jehovah the Gods 
made an Ecftafy fall upon Adam while ht 
flept, and took fomething out of his Side, 
or Loins, and put Flefh upon it.

Thus the 
Eyes of them two were dpened^ and they 
wreathed Boughs of the Fig-tree, and riiade 
Girdles fof themfelveS ; after which they 
heard the Voice of Jehovah the Gods, tlic 
Spirit of Light or Day, walking in the Gar- 
den ; and Adam and his Wife were aflian^d 
in the Prefence oi jfehovah the Gods in the 
Middle of the Wood of .the Garden.

Enoch 
begat Hirod^ who again begat Mehujael^ 
from whom Methiifael ijprung, who was the 
Father of hamech. This Lamech married 
two Wives ; the Name of the one was £- 
dahj arid that of the other Zillah. Edab 
brought forth Jabal^ who was the Inventor 
of dwelling in Tents,an4 of Property.

CHAP, 
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TH I S is the Roll of the Hiftories of 
jidam^ from the Day that the Gods 
made him by their own Image which for- 
med him : He made them Male and Fe-

^Adam. When Adam had lived an hundred 
and thirty YearSjhe begot a Son after his own 
Likencfs and Features, and called his Name 
Bbeth. The Days of Adam after he begot

all the Days of Jared Were nine hundred 
and fixty-two Years when he died. Enoch 
lived fixty and five Years, and begot Methu^ 
felahy and he walked with the Gods after 
he begot MethufeJah^ he lived three hundred 
Years : So all the Days of Enoch were three 
hundred and fixty-five Yc2Lrs. Enoch walked 
with the Gods, but he is none* (of them) 
altho' the Gods took him. '' Methufelah liv- 
ed one hundred eighty and feven Years, 
and begot Lantech 3 ana after he begot La*' 
mechy he lived feven hundred eighty and 
two Years, and begot Sons and Daughters : 
So all the Dajrs of Methufelah were nine 
Hundred fixty and nine Years when he 
died.

Fowl and Bird after his Kind ; they . all 
came to Noah into that Ship by Pairs, of 
all Flefli in which is a living Spirit or Soul ; 
and they that entered, came in of all Sorts, 
Male and Female, as the Gods had com-' 
manded Noah, bflt Jehovah alone prefer- 
ved them. The Flux of Waters upon the 
dry Land continuing for forty Days, they 
there grew higher and higher, heaved up 
the Ship, and lifted it from off the Earth.

Nowyehovah 
chaftifed Pharaoh and his Family with re- 
markable Inquietudes, upon Account of 
Sarai, Ahram\ Wife : So Pharaoh called 
Abram and faid. Wherefore did you this 
to me ? Why did you not inform me, that 
flie was your Wife ? Why did you fay (he 
* is my Sifter ? Might not I have taken her 
to be my Wife : However, take now your 
Wife (there flie is) and go away. So Pha^ 
raoh gave Orders to the Men concerning 
him, and they fen t him away, with his 
Wife, and all that he had. 



CHAP. 
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SO Jbram came up out of Eg^pt^ he, his 
Wife, and all that he poffefled, in 
Company with I/>t^ to the South. He now 
encreafed vaftly in Stores, in Silver, and 
Cold. He travelled with his Troops from 
the South to Bethel^ to where his Tent had 
formerly been, betwixt Bethel and Hai^ 
where alfo he had before made an Altar ^ 
and there he called upon the Name Jebovdh.

then Inhabitants of the Land : Upon which 
Abram faid to Loty I beg of you, that there 
be no Quarrel betwixt me and you, or your 
Herdfmen and my Herdfmen, becaufe we 
are Brothers. Is not all the Earth before 
you ? Divide it, \ entreat you : If you go 
to tha left Hand, I go to the right ; or if 
you choofe the right, I go to the left. So 
]jot lifted up his Eyes, and faw that the 
Plain of yordan was all well watered (be* 
fore yehovah deftroyed Sodom and Gomor^ 
rba) like the Garden of Jehovah^ or like 

F 2 , the 
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the Land of Egypt^ nigh the Valley of 
Zoar. This whole Plain of 'Jordan Lot 
chofe for himfelf ; and proceeded to travel 
from the Eaft : So every Man parted from 
his Brother. Abram flay'd in the Land c^ 
Canaan ; but Lot dwelt in the Cities of the 
Plain by Sodom^ whdfe Inhabitants were 
wicked, and finned againft Jehovah ex- 
ceedingly. But Jehovah faid to jibram^ 
after that hot had parted from him. Lift 
up your Eyes, and look from the Place 
where you are, Northward and Southward, 
Eaflward and Weftward \ becaufe I fet 
apart for you and your Seed after you, for 
an Age, all the Land which you fee ; I 

J)lace your Seed as the Duft of the Earth ; 
b as, that if a Man can number the Duft 
of the Earth, it may be poffible for him 
to number your Seed alfo. Arife, walk 
hither and tnither through the Land, by 
the Breadth and Length of it, for I have 
appointed it for you. Then Abram took 
up his Tent, and went to dwell in the Plain 
oi Mamre by Hebron^ and there he built 
an Altar to Jehovak

THEN Jbiiraphel King of ^binary 
Ariocb King of Ella far ^ Chedorlaomer 
King of Elamy and Tidal King of Gofimy 
made War with Bera King oi Sodom ^ Barjha 
King of Gomorrbay Sbinab King of Admab^ 
Sbemeber King of Zehojim^ and the King 
of jB^A? or Zobar. They all met together 
in the Valley of Sbiddtniy which is now the 
Brackjfti Sea. They had ferved Chedorla^ 
omer for twelve Years, and rebelled in the 
thirteenth : But in the fourteenth Year 
Chedorlaomer y and the Kings that were with 
him, came and fmote the Repbaims m 
AJhterotb^Kamaim^ the Zufims defcended 
from them, the Emims in Sbaveh Kirja^ 
tbaim^ and the Horims in Mount Seir^ unto 
the Valley of Paran, nigh the Defart. 
They returned, and came to the Well 
Mijhpaf, now called Kadejb, and fpiote all 
the Country of the Jlmalekites^ and the 
jimorites^ who dwelt in Hazezon-Hamar. 
So the King of Sodomy the King of Ga^ 
morrbay the King of Adma^ the King of 
Zebojim^ and the King of Beky or Zohar^ 
went out and gave them Battle in the Vale 
of Sbiddim. With Chedorlaomer King of 
EJamy were Tidal King of Gojim^ Amnaphel 
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King of Shinary and Jrioch King of Ellafar^ 
four Kings againft five. The Vale oiShiddim 
was full of Pits of * Bitumen : So the 
Kings of Sodom and Gomorrha fled, but in 
their Flight, were killed, and the Refidue 
faved themfelves in the Mountains. Then 
they took all the Riches of Sodom and Go- 
morrbaj and all their Food, and walked o£P. 
They alfo took Lof, Abram'% Brother's Son^ 
and his Effects, when they went away ; for 
he then dwelt in iSo^^f^ : But one, who fled, 
came and informed Abram^ the Son of 
HeheTy who then dwelt in the Plain of 
Mamrab the AmoritCy Brother of AJhcoly 
and o{ Aner^ his Confederate. And when 
Ahram heard that his Brother was made a 
Captive, he armed his trained Men, all 
born in his own Family, being three htm* 
dred and eighteen, and purfued them to 
IkLn ; where he and his Servants attacked 
them by Night in fcparate Bodies, and 
imote them, and purfued them as far as 
liobahy on the Left of Damafcus. He 
brought again all the Riches, and Loty and . 
his Goods, and the Women, and the People! • 
Then the King of Scdom came out to meet 
him in the Valley of Shavehy the King*s 
Field, at his Return from deft:roying 06^- 
^rlaomery and the Kings who were with 
bim. And Mekhifedeck King of Salem^ . 
Pricjft^to the fupreme God, brought out

Bread 
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Bread and Wine to him, and blefled him, 
and faid, May jdbram be blefled by the 
fupreme God, the Proprietor of the Names 
and the Rartb : Blefled be the fupreme 
God, who hath delivered your Enemies 
into your Hand : So he gave him Tithes 
of every thing. The King of Sodom iaid 
to Abram^ Give me the Souls ; but as for 
the Riches, take them your fclf. But A-- 
bram faid to him, I have vowed to the fu- 
preme God, the Proprietor of the Names 
and of the Earth, that from a Thread or 
Latchet of a Shoe, I will take nothing that 
is yours, leil you fay, I have made Abraiu. 
rich^ that only excepted which the young 
Men have eaten, and the Parta belonging 
to the Men, Aner^ AJhcoI^ and Mamre^ 
who went with me. 



CHAP. XV. 
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AFTRR thefe things ^WbrdJ^bo^ 
vab appeared to Abram^i^jing^ Fear 
not Abram 3 I am your Shield^ and your 
very great Reward. Then ,u4^r^;» ^d. 
My Lord Jehovah^ what will you give me, 
fince I am going about Chitdlefs, and 
AJiefer of Damafcus is the Reprefentative 
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of my wandering Family ? He farther fai(J| 
Behold you have not given Seed to me j 
and this * Son of my Family fhall be my 
Heir. But the ff^ord Jehovah faid to him, 
He fhall not be your Heir ; for one coming 
out of your Loins fhall inherit. He made bin* 
come abroad, and faid to him. Look to- 
wards the Names ^ and the Roll of the Stars, 
if you are able to reckon them ; and afliired 
him , that fo fhould his Seed be. He believed 
Jehtyvah ; and this was efleemed Righteouf- 
nefs. He alfo faid to him, I am JehcFoah 
who brought you out of TJr of the Cbaldees^ 
to give you this Land as an Inheritance. 
He anfwered. My Lord yebovahj How 
fhall I know that I fhall enjoy it as an^ 
Heir ? The Reply was. Take for me -f- three

You (hall knowing 
know that your Seed fhall be Strangers in

+ Or a threefold Heifer, or three Heifers bound tpgethcx. 
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a Land which is not theirs, they (hall be 
Slaves, and opprefled for four hundred 
Years : But then I judge that Nation by 
whom they (hall be enflaved -, after which 
they fliall come out with great Riches ; as 
for you, you fhall come to your Fathers in* 
Peace ; you (hall be buried after a happy 
old Age. The fourth Age or Century 
from hence being paft, they fjiall return ; 
becaufe the Iniquity of the Amorites is not 
yet complcated). When the Sun did fet, 
there was a remarkable Darknefs, the 
Smoke of a Furnace, and a Lamp of Fire 
paft betwixt the Divifions. In that very 
Day Jehovah made a Promife to Abram^ 
thus 5 I have fet apart for your Defcendants 
all this Land, from the River of Egypt ^ to 
the great River, the River Euphrates^ now 
detained by the Kenites^ the. Kemzzites, 
the KadmoniteSy the HittiteSj the Penz- 
ziteSy the Rephaims, the Amorites^ the Gz- 
naaniteSy the Girgajhites^ and the Jebii/ites.

entreat you, unto my Maid 5 perhaps by 
her I (hall fupport your Family : And he 
agreed to her Defire. Then Sarai^ Abram's 
Wife, took Hagar her Maid, at the End of 
ten Years from Abram\ Return unto the 
Land of Canaan^ and gave her to Abram 
her Hufband to be his Wife. So he went 
in to Hagar ^ and (he conceived : And when 
fhe faw that {he had conceived, her Miftrefs 
feemed defpicable in her Prefence. Then 
"Sarai faid to Abram^ My Injury is * upon 
you ; I have put my Maid into your oo- 
fom ; and now that (he fees that (he has 
conceived, I am defpifed by her : yehovah 
will judge betwixt you and me. And A-* 
hram anfwered, Your Maid is under your 
Power ; do to her as it appears to you pro- 
per. Now Sarai afflifted her, and (he fifed 
from her Prefence. The Angel Jehovah 
found her by a Well in the Defart, by the 
Fountain in the Way to Shut^ and faid to 
her, Hagavy Maid to Sarai, wherefore 
came you hither, and whither do you go ? 
She anfwered, I fly from the Prefence of 
Sarai my Miftrefs.

I will make you very fruitful, I will make 
you Nations, and Kings fhall be defcended 
from you : I will raife up my Surety be- 
twixt you and me, and your Poflerity after 
you in their Generations, that this Old 
Surety may be Gods to you, and to your 
Poflerity after you : I have alfo fet apart 
for you, and your Pollerity after you, the 
Land where vou are a Stranger, the Land 
of Canaan^ tne antient PofTeffion ; and I 
will be Gods to them.

ple fhall defcend from her. Then j4braham 
fell upon his Face, and laughed, and faid 
in his Breaft, Shall one be born to a Man 
a hundred Years old ?

Then 
jibraham took Ijhmael his Son, and all the 
Males of his Family, all the Men of his 
Family, even thofe bought with his Mo- 
ney, and cut oflF the Flefli of their Fore- 
fkins, in the very fame Day, according as 
the Gods had ordered him, graham was 
ninety- nine Years old when the Flefti of 
his Fore-fkin was circumcifcd j and Ijh'^ 
mael his Son was thirteen Years old when 
they circumcifed the Flefh of his Fore-lkin, 
jibraham and Ijhmael his Son were circtim- 
cifed in the fame Day : All the Men of 
his Family, whether born in his Houfe, or 
bought widi his Money from a Stranger, 
were alfo circumcifed at die fame Time 
with him.

7EH0FAH appeared to him (viz, A- 
braham) in the Plains of Mamrah^ 
while he was fitting at the Door of his 
Tent, in the Heat of the Day.

]by him. As foon as he faw them^ he ran 

from 
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froiri the Door of his Tent to call them, 
and he bowed himfelf towards the Earth. 
He then faid. My Lord, if I may find 
Favour from you, don't, I entreat you, 
pafs by your Servant ; I beg you'll permit 
lome Water to be brought, that your Feet 
may be waflied, while you reft below this 
Tree : I will alfo bring fome Food, that 
you may refrefti your Spirits, becaufe you 
have come with your Servant 5 after which 
you fhall go on. They faid, Do as you have 
faid. Then Abraham hafted to the Tent 
to Sarah y and faid. Prepare three Meafures 
of fine Meal, knead it, and make Cakes 
of it. After which, he ran to the Herd, 
took a Male Calf, fat and good, and deli- 
vered it to a young Man, that he might 
make hafte to prepare it. So he took But^ 
ter and Milk, and the Male Calf, which 
he had dreffed, and fet it before them ; and 
he flood by them under the Tree while 
. they eat it. They afk. Where Sarah his 
Wife was ? And he anfwered. In the Tent. 
And he faid farther, returning I will return 
to you according to the Time of Life, and 
then you fliall have a Son by Sarah jonr 
Wife, who heard this at the Door of the 
Tent behind him. Abraham and Sarah 
were old, come to Years, and it had ceafed 
to be with Sarah as with Womei* : So Sarah 
laughed, faying in Secret, How ! after my 
Vigour is gone^ and my Lord alfo become old ! 

Then 
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Then Jehovab faid to Abraham^ Wherefore 
doth Sarah Jaugh, faying, Shall I truly 
bear when I am old ? Shall the Word ye^ 
bovab fail ? I fhall returning return to you 
according to the ftated Time of Life, and 
you fhall then have a Son by Sarah, But 
fhe denied, becaufe fhe was afraid, faying, 
I did not laugh. He anfwered. No, you 
did laugh. Then the Men rofe from thence, 
looking towards Sodom ; and jibraham went 
with them as a Convoy. Jehovah faid, 
Shall I conceal from jibraham what I am 
a doing ? For jibraham fhall be a great and 
ilrong Nation, and all the Nations of the 
Earth fhall be bleffed by him : For I know 
that he will command his Children arid 
Family after him, to keep the Way of 
yehovahy to do Juflice and Judgment; 
wherefore^^^^tn;^^ will bring about to Abra^ 
ham 2^ that he haspromifedtohim. yeho- 
^ah faid farther, Sodom and Gomorrha calls 
aloud, becaufe of their great Sins, which 
are very much encreafed. I have defcen- 
ded, and feen that they have done accord- 
ing to the Clamour that comes to me ; for 
I would know, if it was not fo. The Men 
looked from thence, ^nd walked towards 
Sodom ; hut Abraham flill flood before the 
Appearance of yehovah. He approached 
and faid. Will you deflroy the Righteous 
with the Wicked ? If there are fifty juil 
Men in this City, will you deflroy it? 

Will 
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Will you not fpare it upon account of thefe 
£fty juft Men who are within it ? Would 
it not be abominated by you to aft thus, 
to kill the Juft with the Wicked ? It 
would be hateful to you, to ufe the Juft 
in the fame manner as the Wicked. Shall 
not -the Judge of all the Earth ad: juftly ? 
yebovah aoifwered Abraham^ If I found 
fifty juft Men in the City, I would have 
ijpiared it upon account of them. Then 
jibrabam j^lied, and faid. Shall I, who 
fsxk Duft and Aflics, defire to fpeak to my 
Jjord? What tho' of fifty juft Men, there 
are five wanting, will you deftroy the 
whole City becaufe of thefe five ? To 
which he gave Anfv/er, I would not deftroy 
the City, if I had found in it forty and 
five, jibraham ftill went on to fpeak to 
him, and faid. What if forty were found 
there ? And he anfwered, I would not do 
it upon account of thefe forty. He again 
faid. Let not my Lord be angry, I entreat 
you, I will fpeak; What if thirty juft 
Men were found there ? He anfwered, I 
would not do it upon account of thefe 
thirty. He then faid. Pray, may I defire 
to fpeak to my Lord : What if twenty 
juft Men were there found ? He anfwered, 
I would not deftroy it upon account of thefe 
twenty. He then faid. Let not my Lord 
be angry, becaufe I will fpeak : But what 
if there were found ten ? He anfwered, I 

H N^^\Jv\ 
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would not deftroy it upon account of thefe 
ten. Now Jehovah went away when he 
had ended all he intended to fay to jibra-* 
ham ; and Abraham returned to his own 
Home. 



CHAP. XIX. 

THE two MefTengers came to Sodom. 
in the Evening ; and i>/, then fit- 
ting in the Gate, rofe to call them as foon 
as he faw them ; and bowed his Face to- 
wards the Ground, and faid, Retire, my 
Lords, I entreat y9u, into your Servants 
Houfe ; where you may ftay all Night, 
have your Feet walhed, and rifing early in 
the Morning, continue your Journey. They 
anfwered. No, for we remain all Night in 
the Street : But he importuned them very 
much ; fo they retired with him, and 
came into his Houfe. He* then prepared 
an Entertainment for them, and unleavened 
Bread, that they might eat. But before 
they went to reft, all the Men of the Ci- 
ty, the Men of Sodom^ the whole People, 
both old and young, from it's utmoft 
Boundaries, furrounded the Houfe, and 
called to Lot thus ; Where are the Men 
who came to you to Night ? Bring them 
out to us, that we may know them. Then 
Jjot went out of Doors to them, but he 

(hut 
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ihut the Gate after him, and faid, My ' 
Brothers, pray be not fo wicked : I have 
two Daughters who have never yet known 
Man I permit me, I entreat you, to bring 
them out to you, and do to them as you 
think proper ; but do nothing to thefe ex- 
cellent Men, becaufe they have come un- 
der the Shade of my Roof. Then they 
faid. Draw nigh : This Man came as a 
Stranger, but he will always take upon 
him to do Judgment ; let us ufe him worfe 
than them : So they attacked Lot ftrongly , 
and drew near to break up the Gate. Then 
the Men ftretched out their Hands,, and 
brought Lot into the Houfe ; after which 
they fhut the Gate, and fmote with Blind- 
nefs the Men about the Door of the Houfe, 
both great and fmall, fo that they could 
not find the Gate. The Men faid alfo to 
jL^/, Whom you have here, either Son-in- 
Law, or Son, or Daughter, or any other 
you are concerned with in this City, bring 
them out of this Place ; for we are to de- 
ftroy this Place, the Clamour againft them 
being great in the Prefence of Jehovah^ 
wherefore he fent us to deftroy it. So Lot 
went out, and fpoke to his Sons-in-Law, 
who had got his Daughters, and faid, Arife, 
come out of this Place ; for Jehovah will 
deftroy this City ; but his Sons-in-Law be- 
lieved him to be in jeft. As foon as the 
Twilight arofe, the Meffengers urged Lot 

Hz ^^^^^ 
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thus, Arile, take away your Wife, an<t 
your two Daughters, who are with you, 
left you be deftroyed with this wicked Ci-- 
ty. And while he ftay'd, the. Men took 
hold of his Hand, that of his Wife's, and 
thofc of his two Daughters, becaufe of 
yeh(roah\ Love to him ; they thus haftened 
him, and led him out of the City. As they 
were condudling him, one faid to him. 
Fly, as you regard your Soul ; ftop not int 
the Plain, run to the Mountains, left you 
be deftroyed : To whom hot anfwered. 
Not fo, I beg of you, my Lord. Behold 
your Servant has found Kindnefs from you, 
and your Mercy, which you have fhown 
me, is great in preferring my Soul in Life ; 
but I cannot fly to the Mountains, left fome 
evil Creature purfue me, and kill me. Be- 
hold there, I entreat you, this little City 
nigh at hand, whither I may fly 5 let me 
fly thither, is it not a very little one ? and 
let my Soul live. He anfwered, I will 
comfort you in this Matter, I do not de- 
ftroy that City which you mention ; make 
hafte, fly thither ; for it behoves me to do 
nothing 'till you are got thither : Where- 
fore this City was called Zoar. The Light 
of the Sun went out upon this Part of the 
Earth, while Lot was upon the Way to 
Zokar. And Jehovah caufed Fire and Sul* 
phur to fall in Showers by the Power of

yebmab from out of the * Expanfe of the 
Names upon Sodom and Gomorrha^ which 
deftroyed all the fine Cities, all the Plain, 
all the Inhabitants of the Cities, and every 
thing that grows from the Ground. But 
his Wife looked from behind him at the 
Place^ where there was a Statue of Salt. 
Abraham arofe early to the Place where he 
had flood before the Appearance of Jeho^ 
nuib. He looked towards Sodom and Go^ 
tnorrba^ and all over the Plain, and faw 
the Smoke afcend from the Earth, like the 
Smoke of a Furnace. But when the Cities 
of the Plain were deftroyed, the Gods re- 
membered jibrahamy and alfo fent Lot out 
from the midft of thefe Ruins, when all 
the Cities, in which Lot had dwelt, were 
deftroyed. He thereafter went from Zo-- 
havy and dwelt in a Mountain, becaufe 
he was afraid to remain in Zohar : So he, 
and his two Daughters dwelt in a Cave. 
The Elder then faid to the Younger, Our 
Father is old, and no Man upon the Earth 
comes in to us after the Manner of the 
reft of the World : Wherefore letuscaufe 
our Father to drink Wine, and then lie 
with him, that Defcendants from our Fa- 
ther may be brought into Life. So in that 
fame Night they made their Father drink

^05, refembling ^fna or Vejuwuiy 
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Wine, and the Elder went in, and lay. 
with her Father ; but he knew not when 
Ihe lay down, or when fhe rofe up. And 
on the Morrow the Elder faid to the 
Younger, I lay with my Father laft Night : 
I^et us make him drink Wine to Night, and 
do you •go in and lie with him alfo, that 
Defcendants from our Father may be 
brought into Life. They then made their 
Father drink Wine that Night alfo ; fo the 
Younger arofe and lay with him 3 but he 
knew not when fhe lay down, or when 
ihe rofe up. Thus Lof^ two Daughters 
became with Child by their Father. When 
the Elder bare a Son, he was called il4&^^ ; 
the fame is the Father of the MoabiteSy 
who now are. The Younger alfo bare a 
Son, and he was called jhnmon ; the fame 
is the Father of the Ammonites^ who now 
are. 



CHAP. XX. 

'BRAHAM marched from thence 
towards the Southern Parts, and flop- 
ping betwixt Kadejh and Shur^ lived as a 
Stranger in Gerar ; but concerning Sarah 
his Wife^ he faid. She is my Sifler. Scy 

Abimekch^ 
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"Jlbmekch^ King of Gerar^ fent and took 
Sarah. Then the Gods came to Abimelecb 
in the fleeping Time or dead Time of the 
Night, and faid, Behold, will you die upon 
account of this Woman whom you have 
taken, for fhe is the Queen of a Prince ? 
jttimelech had not yet approached her : So 
he faid. My Lord, Will you deftroy a juft 
Nation ? Has he not faid, She is my Sijier 9 
And fhe herfelf fays. He is my Brother : I 
have done this with an upright Heart, and 
guiltlefs Hands. Then the Gods faid to 
him in the fleeping Time, I know that 
you did it in the Integrity of your Heart ; 
wherefore I prevented you, left you fhould 
fin againft me ; and for that Caufe I did not 
give you Ability to touch her : Now reftore 
the Woman to her Hufband ; for he being^ 
a Prophet, will * judge himfelf a-part from 
you, and you fhall live ; but if you don't 
reftore her, know that you and every thing 
that you have ftiall dying die. When jibi^ 
tnelecb rofe in the Morning, he called all 
his Servants, and told them thefe things : 
So the Men were very much afraid. He 
alfo called Abraham^ and faid to him, What 
have you done to us ? Wherein did I ever 
injure you, that you ftrove to bring upoa 
' me and upon my Kingdom a great Sin ? You . 
have done towards me things that ought

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not to have been done. Jibiimkcb faid far* 
ther to ^rahaniy What did you fufped:, 
that you have done this ? To which he 
anfwered, Becaufe I faid the Fear of the 
Gods is certainly not here ; fo they will 
kill me upon Account of my Wife. She 
alfo is in Truth my Sifttr ; (he is the Daugh- 
ter of my Father, hat not the Daughter 
of my Mother ; but ihe is indeed alfo my 
Wife. So when the Gods caufed me to 
travel from my Father's Houfe, I aiked 
her to do this Favour, viz. Wherever we 
came, to fay of me^ He is my Brother. Then 
jUnmekcb took Sheep, and Oxen, and Men* 
iervants, and Maid-fervants, and gave 
them to Abrdbam : He returned him alfo 
^0rah his Wife. Jlhimelech alfo faid, Be- 
hold^ my Land is before you ; dwell where 
you pleafe. To Sarah he faid, I have gi- 
ven to your Brother a Thoufand in Silver j 
he is a Covering to you, and to all who are 
with you ; thus fhe was upbraided. But 
jibraham * judged himfelf before the Gods, 
who alfo ht^XcA jibimelech^ his Wife, and 
all his Women-fervants 5 fo they brought 
forth : For Jehovah had fhut up all the 
Wombs of the Houfe of Abimekchy upoA 
Account of Sarahy Abraham'^ Wife.

7;^ HO FAR vifited Sarahy as he faid, 
and did unto her according to his Pro- 
mife r So Ihe conceived ; and at the ftated 
Tinae which the Gods had mentioned to 
hefj file bare a Son to Abraham in his old 
Age : And Abraham called this Son, who 
was born to him by Sarah y * J^aacv So 
Abraham circunicifed his Son tjaac^ whca 
he was eight Days old, as the Gods had 
directed him. Abraham was a hundred 
Years old, when his S^^^vi IJaac was born to 
him. Then Sarah iaid, fmiling, Whoeve? 
hears what the Gods have done fqr me^ 
will fmile with me (or congratulate pie). 
She alfp faid, Who told Abraham that Sa^ 
rah fliould give fuck to Sons ? Fpr I hav? 
truly bor? a Son to him in his old Age. S9 
the Child grew, and was weaned, and Af^ 
braham made a great F^alt upon the Day 
in which he weaned IJaac. Now Sarah 
•thought upon the Son of Hagar, the Egyp-^ 
tiany and faid to Abraham^ Expel this Fe- 
male Slave and her Spn ; for the Son of 
this Female Slave fhall npt inherit along 
with IJaac my Son. This Speech appeared 

• He laughed. 
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very hard to Abraham^ upon account of his 
Son : But the Gods faid to Abraham^ Be 
not forrowful upon account of your Son, 
or upon account of your Woman-fervant ; 
obey Sarah in this which {he defires of you ; 
for your Pofterity fhall be denominated 
from Ifaac \ but I will make the Son of 
this Woman-fervant a great Nation, be- 
caufe he is your Seed. Then Abraham a- 
itofe in the Morning, and took Bread, and 
a Bottle of Water, and gave it to Hagar, 
who put it, aod her Son, upon her Should- 
ers : So he fent her away, and fhe tra- 
velled, and wandered in the Defart Baar- 
Jhebah. But the Water- in the Bottle being 
fpent, (he let the Boy drop under one of 
the Shrubs, and went, and fat over-againft 
him, at the Diftance of the Shot of a Bow j 
fpr (he faid, LeJ} 1 Jee the Death of the 
Boy: While {he fatov-er-againfthim, {he 
eried and w6pt. The Gods then regarded 
*he Cries of the Boy j and the Me{lenger, 
nvho is the Gods, called to Hagar from the 
'f Founders and faid to her, What has befallen 
you, Hagar f Fear not : The Gods have 
-heard the Cries of the Boy, from the Place 
•w^here he is : Arife, take him up, be bold 
concerning him ; I will make him a grea:t 
^Nation. When the Gods had thus made 
-lier chearfulj {he faw a Well, to which {he

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went, and filled the Bottle with Water, 
and gave Drink to the Boy. The Gods 
were with the Boy : So he grew up, and 
lived in the Defart, and became expert in 
the Ufe of the Bow. He dwelt in the 
Defart Padan ; and his Mother took ^ Wife 
fox him out of Egypt.

Much about this Time Abimelech and 
Thicol^ Captain of his Army, fpoke to ^- 
brabam thus ; The Gods are with you in 
every thing you do. Swear to me- by- th^ 
Gods, that you fhall not betray me, or my 
Son, or Spft's Son ; but that you will deal 
as kindly with me, and with the Inhabi- 
tants of this Land, in which you live as a 
Stranger, as I have done by you. Then 
j^braham faid, I fwear. He alfo reproached 
^imelech^ becaufe of the Fountain which 
his Servants had violently feized. Then 
Abimekch anfwered, I know not who ha,s 
done this ^ you never informed me of it, 
nor have I ever heard of it 'till this Day, 
So jihraham gave Abimelech Sheep and Ox- 
en, and they two made a Covenant toge- 
ther : He alfo fet feven Ewe-Lambs a- 
part from the Flock. Then Abimelech faid 
to Abraham^ Wherefore have you fet a-part 
thefe feven Ewe-Lambs? Who anfwered, 
you ihall have thefe feven Ewe-Lambs

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from me, as a Memorial that I digged this 
Well. This Place was called * Baar-f 
Jkebah ; bccaufe there they both fwore. 
They alfo there ^made a Covenant ; after 
which jibimelech and Phicol^ Captain of hisi 
Army, arofe and returned into the Land 
of Palejiine. So Abraham afterwards planted 
a Grove in Baar-jhebah^ and there wor- 
shipped yehovahy the ancient God, and 
lived as a Stranger in Palejiine for a long

AFTER thefe things the • Gods put . 
Abraham to a Trial, and faid to him, 
Abraham : To which he anfwered, Here 
Jam. So he faid to him, Take now your 
only beloved Son' I/aaCy and going go into 
the Land of Moriah, and there offer him, 
as a whole Burnt-offering, upon one of the 
Mountains which I mention to you. So 
Abraham arofe in the Morning, faddled hisj 
Afs, and took two of his young Men with 
him, and Ijaac his Son : He alfo did cleave 
Wood for a whole Burnt-offering, and a- 
rofe^ and went to th? Place which the

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(jods had mentioned to him. In the third 
Day jdbraham lift up his Eyes, and faw the 
Place a-far. Then he faid to his young 
Men, Remain ye here with the Afs, while 
I and this Youth walk yonder, and bow 
our felves, and return to you* So he took 
the Wood for the whole Burnt-ofFering, 
and put it upon IfaaCy his Son : He alfo 
took Fire in his Hand, and a Knife. Thus 
thefe two walked off togethet. Then Ifaac 
fpoke to Abraham his Father, and faid^ 
My Father : To which he anfsj^rered, Here 
I am J my Son. So he faid. Behold the Firt 
and the Wood, but where is the Sheep for a 
whole Burnt-offering? Abraham anfwered. 
The Gods^ my Son^ will provide for himfelf 
a Sheep for a whole Burnt^offering : Still 
thefe two^ went on together. They now 
come to the Place whidh the Gods had 
^ mentioned to him : So Abraham built there 
an Altar, put the Wood in order upon it, 
and fettered his Son IfaaCy and laid hini 
upon the Wood on the Altar. Then A^^ 
braham ftr-etched out his Hand, and took a 
Knife to kill his Son ; at which Time Je^ 
hovah^ the Meflenger from the Founders^ 
called to him and faid, Abraham^ Abraham y 
(who anfwered, Here I am) Do not flretch 
forth your Hand againft the Youth ; do 
pothing to him ; for now it appears, that 
I have known that you fear the Gods, and 
would not detain your only Son from me. 



Then Abraham * lifted up his Eyes, andt 
faw behind him a Ram caught in a Thic-» 
ket \^Y his Horns : So he took the Ram 
and offered it, as a Burnt-ofFering, inftead 
of his Son. Now jibraham called thq 
J^ame of this Place -f* yebo^ab-jirehy accor- 
ding to the Proverb yet remaining, Jeho-i 
vah will provide even in a Mountain. The 
^effenger Jehovah called to Abraham the 
fecond Time from the Founders^ and faid. 
In my felf I have promifed^ (or, In my 
own Mind refolved) faith Jeho^ah^ that 
you Jhould do thisy and not withhold from m^ 
your only Son ; becaufe Iwill^ blejjtng^ blefs you^ 
and multiplying y multiply your Fojierityy as the 
Stars y which are the Names^ and as the Sand 
upon the Shore of the Sea. Your Pofterity 
ihall conquer their Enemies ; and in your 
Seed, all the Nations of the Earth fhall 
blefs themfelves, becaufe you regard my 
4; Voice. Theji Abraham returned to his 
young Men \ fo they arofe, and went to* 
gether to Baar-Jhebah j for Abraham theflt 
dwelt there.

After thefe Things Abraham was infor- 
med, that Milcah had brought forth Sons 
to Nahor his Brother, viz. Huz his Firft-

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febm, Buz his Brother, Kemael the Father 
oi ArarUy Chefed, HazOy Pildajh, Jildaph^ 
and Bethuel, who begot Rebekah. Milcab 
bore thefe eight to Nahor^ AbrahanC% Bro- 
ther : And Kewnah^ his Concubine, bore 
^eba^ Gabam^ "Tahajh^ and Maachab. 
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CHAR xxia 

Now Sarah was a hundred twenty 
and feven Years old. Thefe were 
the Days of Sarah ^ when (he died in i&>- 
jatb-aria, or Hebrm, in the Land of Ci- 
naan: So Abraham came tb.mourn iand 
lament for the Lofs of Sarah. But he arofc 
from before his Dead, and fpoke thus to 
the Sons of Heth : I am a Stranger and a 
Wanderer among you 5 let me have Bury- 
ing-Ground with you, that I may bury 
mv Dead from before me. To which th* 
Cnildren of Heth thus anfwered : Hear us^ 
my Lord ; you are a mighty Prince among 
us ; bury your Dead in which of our Tombs 
you pleafe ; none of us will detain from 
you his Tomb, you may in any of them 
bury your Dead. Then Abraham arofe, 
and bowed to the Children of Heth^ the 
then Inhabitants of the Land^ and faid t^ 



them, If your Souls incline that I flioul^ 
bury my Dead, from before rac, hear me^ 
^nd intercede for me with Ephron the Son 
of ZohaVy that he may give me the Cave 
M^cbpelabj nigh the Boundaries of his 
Ground, for Money of full Weighty to be a 
Burying Ground for me among you. Epbron 
then fat among the Children of Heth : So 
he thus anfwered Jlbrahaniy in Prefence of 
his People; and in the Audience of all 
who enter the Gates of his City : No, my 
Lord, hear foe 5 I give you the Field, and 
the Cave fhefeih, in the Frefence of the 
$ons of my People I give it ; bury your 
Pead. Now Abraham afgaiu bowed before 
the People of that Place, and thus fpoke 
to Epbron in the Prefence of this P^ople^ 
|f you will, ^s I defire you, hear me^ X 
will give you Money fpr the Field \ take 
it from me, theq 1 will bury my Dead, 
.Then Efhron anfwered Abraham thus: 
Hear me, my Lord, what is this Land, or 
|bur hundred Shekels of Silver, betwixt Yoxi 
and me ? Bury your Dead. When Aira^ 
ham had heard Epbron^ he weighed to hina 
the Silver which he mentioned in the Au^ 
iiience of the Song of Heth^ viz. four 
hundred Shekels of Silver^ current with 
the Merchant : So the Field of Epbron in . 
Machpeiahy over-againft Mamraby the Cave 
^therein, and all the Trees in the Fields, or 
,upou the Extreuiities oi \\ all ground, weije % 

afcertained tt 
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afcertained to Abraham for a Pofleflion in 
the Prefence of the Sons of Hethy and be- 
fore all who entred the Gates of his City* 
After which Abraham buried Sarah his 
Wife in the Field, in Machpelah^ ovcr- 
againft Mamrah^ this is Hebron in the Land 
of Canaan. So the Field and the Cave 
were fecured to Abraham by the Sons of 
Heth for a Poffeffion, that it might be a 
Burying-place to him. 



CHAP. XXIV. 

BY this Time Abraham was old and ad* 
vanced in Yeai« ; but Jehovah bleffed 
Abraham in every thing. So he faid to an' 
old Servant in his Family, who took care. 
of every thing he had^ Put your Hand 
under my Thigh, and fwear to me by 
yebovah^ the Gods of the NameSy and of 
the Earth, that you fhall not take a Wife 
to my Son of th? Daughters of the Gz- 
naanites^ in themidft of whom I live 5 but 
Ihall go to my own Land^ and to my own 
Kindred, and take a Wife for my Son /•• 
Jaac, Then the Servant faid to him^ Per» 
haps the Woman will not be pleajed to be con^ 
daSUd fy me into this Iflndt Shall I then 
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. caufe your Son to return into the Land from 
whence you came? Then Abraham faid, 
Beware that you don^t caufe my Son to return 
thither, yehovah^ the Gods of the Names 
and of the Earth, who took me from my 
Father's Houfe, and from my native Land, 
who fpoke to me,, and thus made a Prpmife 
' to me. For your Pojierity 7 do fet apart this 
Land'y even he will fend his Meflenger be- 
fore you, and you (hall thence take a Wife 
for my Son, If the Woman refufes to 
,come along with you, you fhall be free 
from my Imprecation ; but only you fhall 
by no means carry my Son to that Place. 
So the Servant put his Hand under the 
Thigh of Abraham his Mafter, and fworc 
to him according as he appointed : After 
which he took ten Camels of thofe belong- 
ing to his Mailer, and all his Jewels, and 
ar6fe, and went into Mefopotamia^ to Nahors 
City. He made the Camels lie. down by a 
Well of Water without the City, about 
that Time in the Evening in which Wo- 
men go to draw Water : There he faid^ O 
Jehovah ! the Gods of my Mafter jibraham^ 
make me to meet with her, I entreat you, 
and deal kindly with my Mafter : Now I 
fliall ftahd by this Fountain, until the 
Citizens their Daughters come to draw 
Water ; and let it happen, that the young 
Woman, to whom I fay. Let down your 
J^itchcr^ that I may drink ; who anfwcrs^ 

Drink^ 
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Dfinky and I will dlfo give Drink to ycur 
Camels J may be {he whom you have def- 
tined for your Servant IJaac^ that I may 
know that you will be kind to your Servant 
jibraham. So while he yet fpoke, Rebekah^ • 
the Daughter of Beihuel^ Son of Milcah^ 
Wife of Nahovy Abraham's Brother, came, 
out with her Pitcher upon her Shoulder, 
The Damfel appeared to be beautiful, and 
a young Woman who had never yet known 
a Man* She put down her Pitcher into 
the Well, filled it, and brought it up again. 
Then the Servant hafted to hail her, and 
faid. Let me drink, I beg of you, a little 
of the Water in your Pitcher. She anfwer- 
ed. Drink my Lordj and fpeedily lowered 
her Pitcher with her Hand, that he might 
drink. And when ihe had given hirti 
Drink, ihe faid, / will draw for your Ca-- 
mels too J until they have drank. Then fl;ie- 
quickly emptied her Pitcher into a Trough, . 
hafted to draw more oyt of the W^U, and 
drew for all his Cani.els, The Man filently ' 
wondered if Jehovah had made him prof- 
perous, or not. However, as foon as the 
Camels had done drinking, the Man took 
a golden Frontlet, of the Weight of half 
a Shekel, and two Bracelets of Gold for 
her Hands, of the Weight of ten (viz. 
Shekels) and faid, Whofe Daughter are 
you ?' Tell me, I entreat you, if there is' 
Room in your Father's. Houfe for us to. 
. . ' K 2 lod^ 
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lodge in. She anfwcred him, / am the 
Daughter of Bethuel, Milcah'j Sm^ whom 
Jhe bare to Nahor : And alfo faid, T})ere is 
with us Straw, Provender^ and Room to lodge 
in. Then the Man kneeled, and bdwed 
himfclf before Jehcfvab^ and faid, BleJ'ed 
i> Jehovah, the Gods rf tny Majier Abrzhssn^ 
tvho negleffs not bis Kinanefs and Veracity to- 
wards my Mqjier : I am in the JVay by which 
Tchovah leads me towards my Mafter^s own 
Brother^ s Houfe. Upon hearing wnich, the 
young Woman ran and informed her Mo- 
ther's Family of thefe things. Rebekafs 
Brother Laban ran to the Man without at 
the Well ; for as foon as he faw the 
3?rontlet, and Bracelets of Gold upon his 
Siftcr^s Hands, and heard the Account fhe 
, gave of what the Man faid to her, he ran 
. tQ him, who yet flood by the Camels at 
the Well^ and faid. Come, thou Favourite 
pf Jehovah J why ftand you without ? For 
I have prepared thg Houfe, and provided 
Place for your Camels. So the Man came 
into the Houfe, eafed his Camels, gave 
them Straw, and I^ovender, and had 
Water for his own F^et, and the Feet of 
the Men who were with him. Then Victu- 
als were fet before hini, that he might eat ; 
but he faidj^ I will not eat until I have dij^ 
clofed my Bufinefs. To which it wa^ an- 
iwered. Say on. And he faid, I ani A-^ 
Ifraham'^ Servant, whom Jehovah has blefl 
• ' ;— ' fed 
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fed very much, and exalted ; to whom he 
has alfo given Sheep and Oxen, Silver and 
Gold, Men-fervants and Women-fervants, 
Camels and Afles. Now Sarab^ my Maf- ^ 
ter's Wife, bare a Son to him in her latter 
old Age 3 to ^hom he gave all that he had j 
and alfo made me fwear to him, that I. 
(hould not take a Wife for his Son from 
among the Daughters of the Canaanites^ in 
whofc Land he dwells, but fhould go to. 
his Father's Houfe, to his own Family, 
and there take a Wife for his Son. Then 
I faid to my Lord, Perhaps the Woman wiil, 
not come with me. To which he gave An* 
fwer ; Jehovah, who has made me to walk 
before bimy will fend his Mejjenger with you^ 
atid make your "Journey profperous : And you 
JhaH take a Wife for my Son from my own 
family y and from the Houfe of my Father : 
However you Jhall be free from my Lnpreca^^ 
timj if you go tQ my Father's Houfe ^ and - 
they refufe to give her. So I came this Day 
to the Well, and faid, yehovah^ Gods of 
n\y M.'^Htv Abraham y if'itisfit, make this. 
Errand fucceed, about which I arn now 
employed ; and while I ftand by the Well 
of Water, when the young Woinen come, 
put to draw, let it fall out that the One 
to whom I. fay, Let me have a little of th^. 
Water out of your Pitcher for Drink, and : 
who thus anfwcrs, Drink you, and I wiU^ 

&^. for your Qamels^ mjijr b? ihe Woman 
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whom yebovab has prepared for my Matter's 
Son. And before I had done fpeaking 
within me, Rebekab came out with her 
Pitcher upon her Shoulder, and let it down 
into the Well, and drew. Then I faid to 
her. Let me drink^ I entreat you : So (he 
haftily lowered her Pitcher,and faid. Drink; 
I will dlfo make your Camels drink. Then I 
drank, and fhc made the Camels alfo drink. 
After which I afked, and faid. Whole 
Daughter are you ? Andihe anfwered, The 
Daughter of Bethuel, Laban'i Son^ whom 
Milcah iare to him. So I appended this 
Ring to her Forehead, and thefe Bracelets 
to her Arms. Then I kneeled and bowed 
before Jehovah, and bleffed Jehtfvah the 
Gods of my Matter Abraham^ who had 
conduced me in the right Way to take my 
Matter's Brother's Daughter for his Son, 
Now if you think proper to deal favour ably 
and honejlly with my Ma/ier^ tell me ; and if 
noty tell me ; that I may provide Upon the 
one Hand or the other. Then Laban and 
Bethuel znCwtrcd and faid. This Affair 
comes from Jehovah ; fo it becomes not us 
to fay good or evil concerning it. Behold, 
Rebekah is before you, take her, go away,* 
and let her be a Wife to your Matter's Son, 
according to the Direftion of Jehovah. As 
foort as jibrabam's Servant heard thefe 
Words, he bowed towards the Earth before 
Jebovahy and brought Vcffcls of Silver, and . 

Veflels 
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Veffels of Gold, and Suits of Cloathing, 
and gave them to Rebekah : He alfo made 
valuable Prefents to her Brothers and Mo- 
ther. Then he, and the Men who were 
with him, eat and drank, flayed all Night : 
And when they arofe in the Morning, he 
faid. Send me away to my Mafter, I en- 
treat you* But her Brothers and Mother 
faid, Let the young Woman ftay with us 
about ten Days ; after which fhe fhall go 
away. But he faid to them, Propofe no 
JDekys^ Jince Jehovah ha% given me Succeji : 
Send me away^ that I may go to my Majier. 
Then they faid. Let us call the young 
Woman, and enquire of herfelf her own 
Inclinations. So they called iRebekahy and 
faid to her. Do you pleafe to go with thif 
Man ? And fhe faid, / ivi/l gO. Thus they 
fent away Rebekah their Sifter* and her 
Marriage- Portion, and Abraham'^ Servant, 
a^id the Men who were with him. They 
blelTed Rebekah^ and faid, O Sifter ! may 
your Pofterity be many thoufands, and 
may they be always vidtorious over their 
Enemies. Then Rebekah arofe, and the 
Women-fervants who were with her ; they 
rode upon Camels, and followed the Man 
when he took Rebekah^ and went away. 
And IJaac walked by Baar-lahi^roi ; for he 
then dwelt in the South«Country ; for he 
had gone out to view the Field at the Ap- 
proach of Evening ; and looking about 
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him, he faw the Camels comings Rebekah 
alfo looking about, when ilie faw Ifauc^ 
• alighted from her Camel ; for fhe had faid 
to the Servant, What Man is this talking 
towards us in the Fields ? And the Servant 
anfwered. He is my Majier ; wherefore Ihe 
took a Veil and covered her felf, while 
the Servant told I/aac all that he had done.

After Abraham^ Death, the Grodj 
blefled Ifaac his Son, who continued to 
dwell by Baar4ai''roi .

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King of the PhiUJiineSy where yehovab ap- 
peared to him> and faid^ Go not down to 
Egypt ; dwell in the Land which I naen- 
tion to you : Live as a Stranger in this 
Land, and I will be with you, and Uefs 
you ; for I have fet a-part all this fine 
Country for you, and for your Pofterity : 
I do renew the Affurance which I made 
to Abraham your Father j I will make your 
Pofterity numerous. Hie the Stars the Names ; 
and I will fet apart for them all this fine 
" Country : In your Seed I mil make stt the 
Nations of the Earth happy. Hfis is Abra^ 
hznis I&ward for regarSng my Vow^ dgh^-* 
ving my Notices^ my Jnfiruttions^ my Direc-^ 
tions, and Rules. So I/aac contini»cd in 
Gefar. When the Men of the Place en- 
quired after his Wife 5 he iaid, She is my 
Sifer ; becaufe he was afraid to fay. She is 
my ff^ifiy kft they fhould kill him upon 
account of Rebekaby fhe being a very beau- 
tiful Woman. But after he had been a 
long Time there, AUmekch looked through- 
a Window, and faw Ifaac toying with !&- 
bekah his Wife. Then he called Ifaac and 
faid, It noi^ appears that this Woman is 
your Wife ; wherefore did you fay. She is 
my Sifter? And Ifaac anfwercd, I did fa 
f^fy i^ft I fhould be put t6 Death upon her 
account. Now Abimekcb fays, Whetelbre 
have you done fo to. us f For in a little 
Time any one. of the Peot)le might have 

' lied 
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lied Widi your Wife,* and brought upon ti§ 
Reproach, So he thus made an Ordinance 
among all this People, That whoever offers 
Fiolence to this Man and his Wife^ jhall die 
the Death. Afterwards Ifaac fowed in this 
Land, and had in one Year a hundred 
Folds for Jehovah bleffed him. So the 
Man grew great, and daily encreafed gra- 
dually, 'till he becanxe very great : He 
acquired Sheep^ Oxen, and many Servants, 
whereby the Eg^iians grew jealous of him : 
They flopped and filled with Earth all the 
Wells that had been digged in the Days of 
Abraham his Father by his Servants. Then 
Abimelech faid to Ifaac ^ Depart from us ; you 
are fironger than we. So Ifaac went away, 
and fixed his Tent in the Valley Gerar^ 
and dwelt there. He opened thofe Wellsi 
of Water that had been digged in the Days 
of Abraham his Father, and fhut by the 
Fhiliftines after his Death ; and called them 
by the fame Nanies that his Fithcr did.

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aVid digged another Well ; for which they 
did not contend : So he called it's Name 
Rehobotb (or Breadth) ; for now, faid he, 
yebovah has fpread us abroad, and made 
us fruitful upon the Eyth. From thence 
he went up to Baar^Jhebah ; in which 
Night y^A^ift appeared to him, and fsqd, 
I am ^e Gods of Abraham your Father ; 
fear not, for I am with you, and Will blefs 
you, and caufe vour Pofterity to encreafe 
upon account oi Abraham my Servant. So 
he there built an Altar, and there invoked 
the Uame Jehovah : He alfo there fet 
down his Tent ; and there his Servants 
digged a, Well. Then Abimelecb went to 
him from Gerar^ with a Company of his 
Friends, and Phicoly Captain of his Army. 
But yaac faid to them, Wherefore come you 
hither ? Tou hate me^ and fent me from among 
you. And they anfwered. We have feeing 
feen xia^XfehoFoah is with you 5 fo we de- 
fire that there be a Confederacy betwixt 
you and us, and let us make a Covenant 
together ; that you do us no Evil, as wc 
did no Violence to you, but have alwa3rs 
done you only Good, and fent you away 
in Peace.

Efau was forty Year^ old when he mar- 
ried "Judith the Daughter of Beeri the Hit* 
tite^ and Bajhemath the Daughter of Aihn 
the Hittite ; both which pccafioned Grief 
of Mind to 1/aac and Rebekak. 
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NOW when Ijaac was old, and his 
Eye-fight failed, he called Efau his 
biggeft Son, and faid. My Sm : He an- 
fwered. Here I am. So he faid to him. 
Now I am old, and know not the Day of 
my Death : Take, I entreat you, your 
Weapons, your Bow, and Arrows, and go 
out to the Field, and hunt for Venifon to 
me. Then prepare for me delicious Vic- 
tuals, fuch as I love, bring it to lii^ that 
I may cat, that my Soul may blefs you 
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before I die. Rsbekah heard what yhac 
faid to EJaitr\iis Son, who went into the 
Field to hunt for Venifon, that he might 
bring it. So fhe thus fpoke to yacobjitr 
Son s I heard your Father thus fpeak to 
m'au your Brother, Bring me Venijony and 
make to me of it delicious ViBuals^ that I may 
eat of ity and blefs you i^i Prejence of Jeho- 
vah before I die.

As foon zsyacob i2LVr 
JRachely the Daughter of Lahn his Mother's 
Brother, /arid Eis S,heep, he ai^roached 
the Well, and rolled the Stone from off 
it*8 Mouth,' arid watered Lahan his Mo- 
ther's Brother's Sheep, yacob alfo kifled 
Rachel y and cried, and wept. He then 
informed her that he was her Father's 
Kinfman, and Rebekab's Son ; fo fhe ran 
and told her Father, As . foon as Laban 
had Notjce of Jacob his Sifter'^ Son, he 
ran to falute, embrace, and kifs him. When 
Labah conduced him into his Hdufe, he 
told him the fame things. Then Laban 
faid to him, You are my * Body and Fea*\ 
tures ; Jo be abode with him for a Month. 
Now Laban faid to Jacobs altho' you are* 
my Kinfman, ihould you therefore ferve 
me tor nought ?

Laban had two Daughters ; the 
Name of the elder was Leahy and that of 
the younger Rachel. Leah h^d fine Eyes,

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but Rachel was well fhaped, and beautiful. 
So Jacob being in Love with Rachel^ faid, 
I will ferve you feven Years for Rachel yonv 
younger Daughter : To whom Laban an- 
fwered, It is better that I fliould give her to 
you than to another Man ; ftay with me. 
While Jacob ferved feven Years for Rachel^ 
they feemcd to him only a few Days, be- 
caufe of the Love he had for her. At 
length he faid. Give me my Wife, that I ^ 
may go in to her ; for my Da,ys are ac- 
complifhed. Then Laban gathered toge- 
ther all the Men of the Place, and made 
a Feaft : But in the Evening he took Leah 
his Daughter, and brought her to him ; fo 
he went in to her. (Laban gave to his 
Daughter Leah^ Zilpah his Woman-fervant, 
for a Servant).

So Jacob 
did fo, and accomplifhed her Week : And 
thereafter Rachel was given him for a Wife ; 
' to whom Laban gave Bilhah his Maid-fer- 
vant for a Maid. Then he went in alfo to 
Rachel^ whom he loved more than Leahy 
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and ferved him for feven Years thereafter, 
Becaufe yehovah forefaw that Leah was to 
be hated j he opened her Womb ; but Ra^ 
ebel was barren. So Leah conceived, and 
bare a Son, whom fhe called Reuben: For 
ihe faid, Jehovah hath confideredtny Affit^i^ 
on ; my Hufiand now will love me upon ac- 
count if this. She again conceived, and 
bare a Son ; and faid, Becaufe yehovah 
noticeth that I am hated, he has given me 
this one alfo : And fhe called his Name 
* Simeon. She again conceived, and bare 
a Son ; and now faid, My Hufband will 
grow fond of me, becaufe I have brought 
forth three Sons to him : So (he called him 
^ Levi. She again conceived, and bare a 
Son 3 and faid, Now I will praife yeho-^ 
vah : Wherefore he fhall be called :J: yu- 
ftah. So flie ceafed from bearing.

WHEN Rachel faw that fhe bare no 
Children to yacob:, fhe grew jealous 
of her Sifl:er, and faid to him, Cauje>^ Som 
to come by me^ or ij nofy I Jhall die. Then 
yacob'% Countenance was heated againfl 
Racbeh, and he faid to her. Am I above 

the 
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the Gods, who witfi-holds from you the 
Fruit of the Womb ? Wherefore ihe faid. 
There is my Maid Bilhah^ go in to her, 
that (he may bear Children afor my. Knees, 
whereby I fhall have Sons by her. So fhe 
gave him Bilhah her Maid for a Wife, and 
he went in to her : And fhe conceived, and 
bare him a Son. Now 'Rachel faid. The 
Gods have judged me, and regarded my 
Defires, and given me a Son : Wherefore 
his Name fhali be ^ Z)an. Bilhah, Rachel's 
Maid, conceived again, and bare another 
Son to Jacob : At which Time Rachel 
faid. With extraordinary Struggiings I have 
ftruggled with my Sifter, and prevailed : 
So Ihe called his Name « Naphtali. Whea 
Leah faw that (he had ceafed from bear- 
ing, fhe took Zilpah her Maid, and gave^ 
her to Jacob : So Leah faid, A Multitude 
comes (or in a Multitude) ; and called his. 
Name ^Gad. Afterwards Zilpah , Leah's 
Maid, bare Jacob another Son ; and Leah 
faid, O happy I ; for the Daughters will 
praife me : So (he called his Name ^AJher. 
In the Days of the Wheat-Harveft Reuben 
went into the Field, and found dejirablt 
things, which he brought to his Mother 
'Leah. Then ^ Rachel faid to Leah, Give 
me, I entreat you, of your Son's defirablje

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things. But fhe faid to her, Is it a fmall 
Affair, that you have taken away my Huf- 
band ; and yet you would have my Son's 
defirable things alfo ? But Rachel anfwer- 
ed, He {hall he with you to Night upon 
sfccount of your Son's defirable things. In 
the Evening, when Jacob came from the 
Field, Leah went out to hail him, and 
faid. You come with me to Night, for I 
have hired you with a Hire, even with 
my Son's defirable things : So he lay with 
Jier that Night. And the Gods regarded 
Leah ; for fhe conceived, and bare a fifth 
Son to Jacob. Then fhe faid. The Gods 
have given me my Reward, becaufe I gave 
my Maid to my Hufband ; and called him 
* Ifjacar. Leah conceived again, and bare 
a iixth Son to Jacob : She then faid. The 
Gods have given me a good Prefent 3 my 
Hufband fliall now dwell with me, becaufe 
I have born him fix Sons ; fo fhe called his 
Name Zebulun, Afterwards fhe bare a 
Daughter, and called her Name Dinah. 
Now God regarded Rachel^ honoured her, 
• and opened her Womb : So fhe conceived, 
and bare a Son, and faid. The Gods have 
taken away my Reproach : So fhe called 
his Name Jofeph ; for fhe faid, Jehovah 
^will add to me another Son. After Rachel 
bare Jofeph^ Jacob faid to Laban^ Send me 
away, that I may go to my own Place,

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and to my own Country. Give me my 
Wives and my Children for whom I have 
ferved you, and let me go ; for you know 
with what Service I have ferv^ed you. Then 
Laban faid. Let me find Favour from you, 
I entreat you ; for from Experience I know 
that yehovah blefles me becaufe of you : 
And farther faid. Name your Hire, and I 
fhall give it. He anfwered. You knovv 
how I have ferved you, and how your 
Cattle was under my Care j for you had 
only little, but now it is encreafed to a 
great Quantity : Since I came, yehovah has 
bleflcd you ; but when (hall I provide for 
my own Family alfo ? He replied. What 
jhall I give yeu ? yacob faid. You fliall not 
give me any thing : If you will do this for 
me^ I Jhall again feed your Flacky and keep 
it. I fhall go through your Flock to Day, 
and remove from thence all the fpeckled 
and fpotted Cattle, all the brown among 
the Sheep, and the fpotted and fpeckled a- 
mong the Ooats : This fhall be my Hire. 
But my Honefly fhall anfwer for me here- 
after, when this comes into your Prefence ; 
every one that is not fpeckled and fpotted 
among the Goats, and brown among the 
Sheep, fhall be efleemed flolen with me. 
Then Laban faid. Let it be as you have 
faid. So he, in that Day, feparated the 
Male-Goats who were flieaked and fpot- 
vted, and all the She-Goats who were 

fpeckled 
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fpeckled and fpotted, that is, every one 
tnat had White upon it, and all the Brown 
among the Sheep> and put them into his 
•Son's Hands. The Diftance of three Days 
Journey was put betwixt Laban and yacob ; 
but jfacob fed the Remainder of Laban' ^ 
Flock. Then yacob took Rods of green 
Poplar, Hafel, and Chefnut, and made 
white Streaks in them, by making the 
White appear which was in the Rods; 
then he fet the Rods, from whence he had 
thus took the Bark, in the Canals, nigh the 
Watering-troughs, where the Flock came 
to drink 5 for when they came to drink, 
they were heated with Defire. So the Sheep 
were * heated before the Rods, and brought 
forth Lapibs ring-ftreaked, fpeckled, and 
fpotted. Then yacob did feparate the 
Lambs, and fet the Faces of the Flock to- 
wards the ftreaked, and the brown inXtf- 
bans¥\ock -, he put his own Flock by it- 
felf, andput them not among i^^^«'s Sheep.

NO W he heard the Difcourfe of La- 
Ban's Sons, who had faid, Jacolf takes 
all that is our Father's, and out of our Fa- 
ther's Subftance he makes all this Appear- 
ance. yaco6 alfo faw Lagan's Countenance, 
th^t it was not as before. Then yehovah 
faid to Jacob y Return to the Land of your 
Family and Nativity ; and I Jhall be with 
you. So Jacob fent, and called Rachel and 
*Leah to the Field, where the Flock was, 
and faid to them, / obferve the Face of your 
Father^ that it is not towards me as before ; 
hut the Gods of my Fathers are-with me : And 
now ye know that^ to the utmojiof my Power j 
I have ferved your Father : But he decei- 
ved me, and changed my Reward ten 
Times ; but the Gods gave him no Abili- 
ties to do Evil to me. If he thus faid, 
^he Jpeckled pall be your Hire I then all the 
Sheep bare fpeckled ; And if he thus faid, 
^e ring-ftreaked Jhall be your Reward } then 
all the Sheep bare ring-^ftreaked. By which 
Tneans the Gods took away your Father's 
Property, and gave it to me. At the Time 
that the Sheep engender, I looked^ and faw

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in Sleep, that the Rams, who covered the 
Ewes, appeared to vat J^eckledyring'-fireakedy 
and grijled. The Meflenger, who is the 
Gods, faid to me, while I flept ; yacob : 
I anfwered, Here I am. Then he faid. 
Look around you, and obferve all the 
Rams, who cover the Ewes, are ring- 
ftreaked, fpeckled, and grifled ; for I have 
noticed all that Laban has done to you, I 
am the God to ^Yhom you anointed the 
Pillar at Bethel^ where you vowed a Vow : 
Now arife, depart from this Land, and re- 
turn into the Land belonging to your Fa- 
mily. Then Rachel and Leah anfwered, 
and faid, Is there yet a Portion or Inherit 
tance for us in our Father's Houje ? Are we , 
not reckoned Strangers ? He has fold us, and 
. confuming coqfumed all our Money. All 
the Riches, which the Gods have fhaded 
from our Father, that is fet apart for us, 
and our Children : So, do now whatever 
the Gods have mentioned to you. Then 
yacob arofe, and put his Sons and his 
Wives upon Camels. He alfo drove away 
all his Cattle, and all his Riches, thatjSy 
the Acquifitions which he had made in 
Padan^aram, -in order to go to the Land of 
Canaan^ where Ifaac his Father was. When 
Laban went to fhear his Sheep, Rachel 
Hole- her Father's Images : So jfacob pri- 
vately carried oiF what Labany the Syrian^ 
was moll intent uppn, without informing 

him 
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him that he was going away. He and all 
,liis fled, and arofe, and pail: over the Ri- 
. ver, with his Face directed towards Mount 
^Gilead. Upon the third Day thereafter 
Laban was informed, that yacob had gone 
privately away ; wherefore he took his 
Kinfmen with him, and purfued him as 
.far as a feven Days Journey, and came up 
.with him at Mount Gilead. But the Gods 
had come to Laban in the fleeping Time of 
the Night, and faid. Take care, whether 
you do to jfacpb Good or Evil. Laban 
came nigh to yacob^ who had pitched his 
Tent in the Mount where Laban and his 
Brothers pitched theirs. Then Laban faid 
to him. Why have you done thus by me ? 
You have carried off my Subftance, and 
taken my Daughters away, as if they were 
Captiveg got * by the Sword. Wherefore 
did you incline to fly, as if you had been 
ftealing from me without acquainting me, 
that I might have fent you away with Joy 
and S6ngs, with Tabret and Harp ? Nor 
have you permitted me to kifs my Sons and 
my Daughters. In this you have behaved 
iboJilhly. Now it is within my Power to 
do you Harm ; but laft Night the Gods of 
your Fathers thus fpoke to me. Beware 
what you do to Jacob, whether Good or I^viL 
Altho' you had walking walk'd ofl\, be- 
caufe you defiring defired to fee your Fa- 
ther's Family j yet why have you Itolcn 
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my Gods ? Then Jacob anfwered Labatiy 
and faid, Becaufe I was afraid^ left you 
jhould rob me of your Daughters : IM him 
not live^ with whom you find your Gods. Do 
you yourfelf try^ in Prejence of our Kinfmenj 
what there is with me that belongs to you^ and 
take it y for Jacob knew not that Rachel had 
ftolen them. Then Laban went into y^- 
cob's Tent, Leah's Tent, and the two 
Hand-maids their Tents, and found them 
not. When he came out of Leah's Tent, 
he entered into RachePs. She had taken 
the Images y and wrapt them into the Skin 
of a Camel, and fat upon them : So Laban 
fearched the Tent all over, and found them 
not. She, at the fame Time, faid to her 
Father, Let not my Lord be angry ; for now 
it is with me as with Women : So he fearched, 
but found not the Images. Then Jacob was 
angry, and contended with Laban : He 
anfwered and faid, What is my Crime ? 
Of what am I guilty, that you purfue me 
clofe ? Altho' you have fearched all my 
houihold Furniture, what Part of yours 
have you found among it ? Set it now be- 
fore my Kinfmen and yours, that they may 
judge between us two. During thefe 
twenty Years that I have been with you, 
your Ews and your She-Goats have not 
been barren, nor have I deftroyed any of 
your Flock. Whatever was violently ta- 
ken away, I did not put to your Account 5

I was efteemed faulty ; from my Hand 
ou required all that was ftolen, either by 
y or Night. While I was with you, 
the Heat confumed me by Day, and the 
Cold by Night ; and Sleep fled from my 
Eyes. For thefe twenty Years I have fer- 
ved you in your Family, that is, fourteen 
Years for your two Daughters, and fix 
Years for your Flock ; but you changed 
my Reward ten times. Unlefs the Gods 
of y^irabam yZnd xh&^ Venerable oilfaac had 
been with me, you would have Tent me 
away empty : He confiders my Afflid^ions, 
and the Labour of my Hands, and has re- 
proved you laft Night. Then I^ban an- 
fwercd, and faid to yacob. Are not thefe 
Daughters mine, and thefe Sons mine ? Is 
not that Cattle mine, and all that you fee, 
is it not mine ? But what can I do to Day 
to thefe my Daughters, or their Children 
that. they have born? Therefore, come, 
let us make a Covenant together, and let 
it be a Teftimony between me and you.

Kinfman. If you afflift my Daughters, 
or take other Wives befides them, when 
no Man is on our Side ; let the Gods fee, 
'and bear Witnefs betwixt me and you^ 
"Jacob alfo faid. Behold this Heap, and 
this Pillar, which I have erefted betwixt 
me and you ; Let this Pilhr, and this Heap 
be a Teftimony, that 1 {hall not pafs over 
it in, order to come at you, and that you 
Ihall not pafs over it in order to come at 
ine to do me an Injury. . Let the Gods bf 
Abraham y and the Gods of iVi7>6^r judge, 
betwixt us (thofe are the Gods of their 
Fathers) : So Jacob fwore by the Venerable 
of his Father Ijaac. Then he facrificed a 
Sacrifice upon the Mountain, and called 
his Kinfmen to eat Bread ; fo they did eat 
Bread, and remained all Night in the 
Mountain. Laban rofe early in the Morn-

^A COB went farther on his Way, and 
^, the Meflengers the Gods met him. 
When Jacoh faw them, he faid, Tbfs is 
the Troops of the Gods ; arid called it's Name 
* Mahanaim. Then Jacob fent jMeflenT 
gers before him, to the Land of &etr^ or 
the Country of Adum^ to Efau his Bro- 
ther ; and he thus gave them Inftru(a:ions ; 
T^ou fliall thus fpeak to my Lord Efau : 
Your Servant yacoA thils faith, I have liv- 
ed as a Stranger with Labatiy and ftay'd

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:anfwered. Wherefore do you ajk after n^ 
^Name? So he there blefled him. And 
yacob called the Name of that Place * Pe- 
niel ; for I have feen the. Gods Face to Face^ 
.and my Soul is preferved. As he pailed over 
Peniel the Sun role. upon him, and he halt- 
, ed upon his Thigh. Therefore the Chil- 
dren of Ifrael do not until this Day eat the 
Sinew tl^tiaiPd, which is iii the Curva- 
ture pf the Thigh ; becaufe he touched 
the Curvature . of Jacob's, Thigh, where 
Idbe Siaew is that fail'd.

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HpN Jacob lifted up his EyeSj^and 
; . {^^E/ai4 coming v^ith four Imxidxed 
jyien 5 he divided the Children to Leah^- to- 
Hacbelj ' and to the twa Women-feryanta 
He put the . Womenvfef,V!a^ ami their 
Children foremoft, Leah arM:J^he^ ChUdren 
next, and after them Rachel and jpjepb'i 
but he himfelf paffed over before them : 
And when he came nigh to his Brother, he 
bowed himfelf feven times towards the 
Ground. Then Efau ran tp falute and 
embrace him ; and when he fell on bis 
Neck, and killed him, they wept. When 
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he looked around, and faw the Women 
and the Children, he faid. Who are they 
with you f He anfwered. The Children be^ 
Jiowed upon your Servant by the Gods. Then/ 
the Womenrfervants ami their Children 
approached, and bowed thcmfelves. Leab 
alfo and her Children approached, and 
bowed them felves ; as did alfo afterwards 
Rachel and Jofeph. He faid. What do you 
intend' by all this which I met ? He anfwer- 
ed, To find Favour from my Lord. Efau 
replied, I have already a great deal, my 
Brother : Let that remain with you which 
is yours. Then Jacob faid. Not fo, I en- 
treat you : If I fhall find Favour from you, 
you fhall take my Prefent from me ; for 
fince you are pleafed with me, I have (ttn 
your Face as one fees the Apipearances of 
the Gods. Receive, I beg of you, my 
Bleffing which is brought to you ; becaufe 
the Gods have been favourable to me, and. 
all thefe are mine. So he importunett 
him, and he received it ; and afterwards 
faid. Let us march, and go on, and I fhall 
go before you. But he (viz. Jacob) an- 
fwered, My Lord knows that the Children 
are tender, as be alfo the Sheep and Cattle 
that go up with me ; and that the Herd 
being one Day fatigued will die. So let 
my Lord, I pray you, go over before his 
Servant, and I will lead on gently, as the 
Cattle that go before me, and the Children 
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can bear, until I come to my Lord at Seir. 
Then Efau faid. Let me leave wi^h you 
fome of the People who are with me. Bu^ 
he anfwered, Wherefore fo ? Let me find 
Favour from my Lord. Upon that fame 
Pay Efau returned towards Seir. And ya- 
cob travelled to Succoth^ there built a Houfe 
for himfelf, and made Shades for his QsLt-: 
tie ; wherefore he called thp Najpie of the 
Place Sue cot h. yacob on his Way. from 
Padan-aram came to Salem j, a City belong- 
ing to Shechem^ in the Land of Canaan^ 
and pitched his Tent before the City. He 
bought die Bit of Ground, where he had 
fixed his Tent, for a hundred Pieces of 
true Silver, from the Children of Hamor^ 
-Shechems Father. In that Place he erec^ 
led an Altar, and called it * Elobe^IfraeL 

» The Gods of IfraeL 
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T\ IN A H the Daughter of Leah^ 
4^ whom fhe bare to yacob ^ went to fee 
the Daughters of that Land. And She-- 
chem^ the Son oi Hamor the Hivite^ the 
Prince of the Country, faw her, took her, 
lay with her, and diflionoured her, for 
his AfFeftions were ftrongly fixed on DirK^h 
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the Daughter of Jacob : So he loved the 
Girl, and had great * Influence over her 
Mind. He thus fpoke to Hamor his. Fa- 
ther, Take this young Woman for a Wife 
to me. When Jacob heard that he had 
polluted his Daughter Dinah ^ his Sons 
were with the Cattle in the Field ; fo he 
held his Peace 'till they returned ; iovHa^ 
mor^ the Father of Shechenij had come to 
Jacob in order to treat with him. When 
Jacob's Sons, coming from the Field, hear4 
it, they were forry, and very angry that 
fuch Folly, as to lie with Jacobs Daughter, 
fuch as before had never been, fhould be . 
now wrought in IJraeL Hamor fpoke thus 
to them ; My Son Shechem'j Soul is very • 
anxious to have your Daughter ; 'give her to 
him to be his Wife^ I entreat you : Make 
Inter-marriages with us ; give us your 
Daughters, and take ye ours for your felves. 
Ye fhall dwell with us, for the Land is 
before you ; dwell and trade therein^ and 
get Pofleflions in it. Shechem- alfo faid to 
her Father, and to her Brothers, Let me 
find Favour from you, and I will give yoa 
whatever you pleafe to name : Demand a 
very large Dowry and Gift, I will give 
whatever you pleafe to name ; only give 
me the young Woman to Wife. When 
the Sons of Jacob fpoke, they anfwered

Shechem and Hamor his Father deceitfully, 
becaufe he had difhonoured their Sifter 
Dinah. They faid to them, We cannot 
do thus, to give our Sifter to one who is 
not circumcifed ; for tiiat would be a Re- 
proach to us : But upon thefe Terms we 
will confent to you, vi:^. If you will be as 
we, that isy all your Males circumcifed ; 
then we will give our Daughters to ypu, 
and take your Daughters for our felves ; 
we will dwell with you, and become one 
People. But if you will not agree with us 
to be circumcifed, we will take our Daugh- 
ter, and go away. Thefe Propofals plea- 
fed Hamor y and his Son Shechem. The 
young Man did not delay to do it, becaufe 
he dearly loved Jacob's Daughter, and was 
more honoured than any of his Father's 
Family. So Hamor and his Son Shechem came 
to the Gate of the City, and thus fpoke 
with the Men of their City ; Thefe Men 
deal honeftly by us, and .incline to dwell 
in this Land, and exercife Trade therein : 
As for the Land, it is large enough for the 
Hands '^ before them : Let us take for our 
felves their .Daughters to be Wives, and 
let us give them ours. Upon thefe Terms 
only they will confent to dwell with us, 
and be one People, viz. if all ours be cir- 
cumcifed, as they are circumcifed. Shall

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hot all their Cattle, and all their Beafts be- 
come ours ? Wherefore let us agree to thefe 
Conditions, that they may dwell with us. 
All who went out at the Gate of the City 
obeyed Hamor and Shechem his Son : So all 
the Males that went out at the Gate of the 
City yvrere circumcifed. And on the third ' 
Day, when they were in great Pain, two of 
yacob's Sons, Simeon and Levi^ Dinah's 
Brothers, took each his Sword, attacked 
the City brifkly, and flew all the Males, 
They killed Hamor and Shechem his Son 
with the Edge of the Sword, and took 
Dinah out of Shechem's Houfe, and went 
away : The Sons of Jacob came upon 
them, when wounded and Tacked the Ci- 
ty, becaufe they had dif honoured their 
Sifter : They feized their Sheep, their 
Oxen, and their Afles, all that were either 
in the City or in the Field, their whole 
Wealth, took captive their Young ones, and 
their Wives, and plundered their Houfes, 
Then Jacob faid to Simeon and Levi^ You 
have affiidted me in thus making me to 
ftink among the Inhabitants of the Land^ 
the Canaanites and Perizzites, Since I 
am few in Number, they may enter into 
Confederacy againft me,and flay me : Thus 
I and my Houfe fliall be deftroyed. They 
anfwered. Should he have treated our Sif- 
ter, as if ihe had been a Harlot ? 

CHAP. 
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THE Gods faid to Jacoby Arife, go 
up to Bethel J and dwell there : Make 
there an Altar to God, who appeared to 
you, when you fled from EJizu your Bro- 
ther. Then Jacob faid to his Family, and 
to all who were with him. Put away the 
ftrange Gods that are among you 5 be 
pure, and change your Cloaths. Let us 
arife, and go up to Bethel^ that I may there 
make an Altar to God, who had Compaf- 
lion upon me when in Diftrefs, and was 
with me in the Way that I went. ' So they 
delivered to Jacob all the flrange Gods th^t 
were in their keeping, and the Ear-rings 
in their Ears ; and Jacob concealed them 
under an Oak by Shechem. As they tra- 
velled, there was a great Terror upon the 
Cities round about them ; fo they did not 
purfue Jacob's Sons. Then Jacob came to 
LuZy in the Land of Canaan^ or to Bethel^ 
he and all the People who were with him. 
He there built an Altar, and called the 
Place * El-Bethel y becaufe there the Gods 
were revealed to him, when heiled from 
before his Brother. Now Deborah^ "Rebe- 
kah's Nurfe, died, and was buried below 
Bethel^ under an Oak, which was named 
•f- u4llon-Baccoth.

and bring me out of this Place ; for I was 
indeed ftolen from the Land belonging to 
the Hebrews^ and I have done nothing that 
they fhould thruft me into Prifon. When 
the Chief Baker faw that the Interpretation 
was good, he faid to Jojeph^ In my Sleep 
it Jeemed to me that there were three white 
Bajkets upon my Head^ in the uppermoft of 
'which were all Manner of bak'd Meats for 
Pharaoh, and the Birds did eat them out of 
that Bajket upon my Head. Then yojipb 
apfwering faid, This is the Interpretation 5 
V[he three Bajkets are three Days. Within 
three Days Pharaoh fhall take your Head 
from you, and hang you upon a Tree 5 
where the Birds (hall eat your Flefli from^ 
pflF you. So upon the third Day, being 
Pharaoh'^ Birth-day, he. made a Feaft to 
all his Servants i and brought forth, the 
Chief Cup-bearer, and the Chief Baker a-» 
mong them. He reinftated the Chief 
Cup-bearer in his Office ; and he gave 
the Cup to Pharaoh : But he hanged the 
Chief Baker, as Jofeph had foretold. How^ 
ever the chief Cup-bearer did not remepi-. 
ber Jofeph^ but forgot him. 
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CHAP. XLI. 

. A T the End of two Years, Pharaoh m 
JOL a Dream feemed to himfelf to fland 
by the River 5 out of which came feven 
Kine of a beautiful Appearance, being 
choice Cattle 5 and they fed in a Meadow. 
Thereafter other feven Kine, ugly and 
dry-flefli'd, came out of the River, and 
ftpod by the Cows upon tlie Brink of the 
lliver. The ugly and lean-flefh'd did eat 
the feven beautiful and choice Cows. Then 
Pharaoh awoke. tie flept again, and 
dreamed the fecoud Time : Then feven 
£ars of Corn, excellently good, feemed to 
arife from one Stalk ; and thereafter feven 
Ears of Corn, flender and burnt with the 
Eaft Wind, fprung up : The (lender Ears 
devoured the feven choice and full Ears^ 
So Pharaoh awoke ; and this was the 
Dream. So his Spirit being troubled in 
the Morning, he fent, and called all the 
Egyptian Augurs and Wife Men, and told 
them his Dream > but none of them could 
explain thefe Things to him. Then th<^ 
Chief . Cup-bearer thus fpoke to Pharaoh: 
To-day 1 do remember my Fault* Pha-

raoh being wroth with his Servants, put me 
in Goal, in the Chief Prieft's Houfe, along 
with the Chief of the Bakers. Both I and 
he dreamed a Drectm in one Night ; each 
of us dreamed a Dream of different Inter- 
pretations : And we told it to a Hebrew 
Servant belonging to the Chief Prieft, who 
was there with us, and he explained to us 
our Dreams : To each Man he did inter- 
pret according to his Dream : As he inter- 
preted to us, fo did it happen. He (viz. 
Pharaoh) reftored to me my Office ; but 
hanged him. Then Pharaoh lent, and 
called Jofeph. So they fpeedily brought 
hiili out of the Dungeon. He (haved 
himfelf, changed his Cloaths,. and came 
to Pharaoh I who faid to him, I have 
dreamed a Dream,, and none can interpret 
it. I have heard it faid of you, that you 
underftand a Dream, fo as to explain it. 
And Jofeph thus anf wered Pharaoh : May * 
the Gods give an Anfwer of Peace to Pha- 
raoh. Then Pharaoh faid to Jojephy In my 
Dream miethought I ftood upon the Brink 
of the River ; andfeven choice good Cows, 
of a beautiful AppeaVance, came up out 
of the River, and fed in a Meadow : And 
thereafter feven Cows, very ugly to look 
at, and lean-flefli'd (fo bad, as I never 
faw their Fellows for Leannefs in the 
Land of Egypt) came up out of the Rr- 
ver, and did eat the former (cvtn choice 

good 
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good Kine : Yet when they had eaten 
them, it. did not feem as if they had fo 
done ; for they appeared as ill-favoured as 
at the Beginning : And I awoke. But I 
thereafter faw in a Dream feven Ears of 
Corn, full and gooa, come up from one 
Stalk; after which feven Ears of Corn, 
flender, and burnt with the Eaft Windj 
fprung up, and devoured the feven good 
Ears of Corn, This being told to the Au» 
gurs, none pf them explained it to me. 
Then Jofeph faid to Pharaoh ^ The Dream 
is one : The Gods (how to Pharaoh what 
they are doing. The feven good Kine 
are itwcn Years, as be alfo the feven good 
Ea[rs of Corn : The Dream is one. The 
feven lean and bad Cows, vvho came up 
^afterwards, are feven Years; and the fe- 
ven Ears of Corn, flender, aod burnt with 
the Eaft Wind, are fcven Yeai'S of Famine. 
This which I fpeak is from the Gods, who ' 
difcover to Pharaoh what they are doing. 
Seven Years pf great Plenty, through all 
the Land pf Egypt^ do approach : And 
after them fhall come feven Years of Fa- 
mine ; whereby all the Plenty in the Land 
of Egypt fhall be forgot, and the Famine . 
{hall confume the Land. The Plenty 
fhall not be known in the Land, becaufe 
of the very great Famine thereafter. And 
fince the Dream was doubled unto Pha- 
raoh^ the Thing is certainly determined 

S3 by 
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by the Gods, and will fpecdily be cxecur 
ted. • Now let Pharaoh provide a wife and 
utidcrftanding Man, whom he may fet 
over the Land oi Egypt : Let him alfo caufe 
Vifitors to yifit the ^and, who may take 
the fifth Part of the Produce of the Land 
of E^ft during the feven Years of Plenty, 
Let mem gather all Sortjs of Food in thefe 
good Years that approach, and lay up 
Corn in Pharaoh's Cuftody, and keep Food 
in all the Cities. L?t this Food, gathered 
by the Vifitors, be preferved for the feven 
Years of Famine, which are to be in the 
Land oi Egypt ^ that the Land may not be 
deftroyed by the Famine. This feeming 
good to Pharaoh^ and to all his Servants, . 
Pharaoh faid to them, Where fhall we 
find a Man who has fo intelligent a Mind ?- 
He alfo faid to Jojeph^ Since the Gods 
have difcovered all tMsto you, there is 
none fo prudent and wife as you are : Be 
you therefore ove^ piy Houfe, and let my 
People be governed as you dired: : In thb 
Throne only I (hall be greater than you. 
Then Pharaoh faid to Jofeph^ Take notice 
that I have fet you over all the Land of 
Egypt. He alfo took his Ring fi-om oiF 
his Finger, and put it upon ^ofeph's ; and 
caufed him to be cloathed with Robes o£ 
the fineft Linnen, with a Gold Chain a- 
|?out his Neck. He appointed him to 

ride 
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ride in the « Chariot of the Second, and 
that they fhouid proclaim before him, This 
is the king's ^ Father. Thus he (viz. 
Fharaoh) fct him over all the Land of £- 
gypt. Then Pharaoh faid to Jofephy I am 
Pharaoh •y but without you, no Man in the 
Land of Egypt (ball lift up his Hand or 
Foot. He called Joleph"% Name c Zapnatb^ 
Paneah ; and gave tiim to Wife ji/enathy 
Poii-^pherah the Prince of Ori% Daughter, 
Then Jofeph went all over the Land of 
E^t. Now Jofeph was thirty Years old 
when he flood before Pharaoh King of 
Egypt. So he went out from his Prefencc, 
and paft through all the Land of Egypt. 
During the feven plentiful Years the Earth 
brought forth by Heap. So in thefe feven 
Yegife he gathered pf all Sorts of Victuals 
that were in the Land oi Egypt ^ and laid 
up Food in the Cities y he laid up the Food 
of the adjoining Fields in each City. Thus 
he gathered Cofn, like the Sand of the Sea, 
very much, without flopping to number 
it ; for it was all unnumbered. But before, 
the Years of the Famine came, two Sons 
were born to Jojeph by Ajenathy Daughter 
of Poti-pberab Prince of On : ' He called 
the Firfl-born ^ ManaJJeby becaufe the Gods

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had, made him forget all the Troubles in his 
Fathers Family : And called the Second 
f Ephraimy becaufe the Gods had made 
him fruitful in the Land of his Affliction, 
When the feven plentiful Years were en- 
ded in the Land of Egypt^ the feven Years 
of Famine began to come, as Jofeph had 
iaidw In all Countries there was Hunger j 
but in all the Land of Egypt there was 
Bread. However, when all the Land of 
Eg;ypt was famifhed, they cried to Pharaoh 
for Bread ; who anfwered, Go /<? Jofeph ; 
he will direct you what you Jhall dh When 
the Famine had overfpread the whole 
Land, Jofeph opened th^ Store-houfes, and 
ibid to the Egyptians i but the^ Famine 
grew ftrong inthe Land of Egypt. The.A 
from all Countries they came ixito Egypt 
to Jofeph to buy, becaufe Jn all Landsf 
the Famine waa ftitong. 
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WHEN Jacob underftood that there 
was a Market in Egypt y he faid to 
his Sors, Why do ye look one upon ano- 
ther ? 1 have heard that there is .a Market 
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in Egypt : Go down thither, and buy for 
us from thence, that we may live, and not 
die. So Jo/eph's ten Brethren came down 
to buy Corn from the Egyptians. But ya^ 
cob fent not yojepb'% own Brother with his 
Brothers ; becaufe he faid, Leaft Mifchief 
befal him. Then the Sons oi J^rael czznt 
among the reft who came to Market iii 
order to buy, becaufe there was a Famine 
in the Land of Canaan. Now Jojepb was 
Overfeer of the Land, and he fold to all 
the People. When his Brothers came^ 
and bowed themfelves before him with 
their Faces towards the Earth, he noticed 
them, and knew them 5 but he adted as^ 
if he had been a Stranger to them, and 
fpoke rudely to them. He faid to them,. 
Front whence do you come ? They anfwered. 
From the Land of Canaan y in order to buy 
Viduals. yofeph knew his Brothers, but- 
they knew not him. He remembred the. 
Dreams that he had dreamed ; and faid to 
them. Are you, treacherous Men ! come . 
to fee the Poverty of the Land ? They 
anfwered, Your Servants are twelve Bro- 
thers, the Sons of one Man in the Land of 
Canaan : The youngefl is now with our 
Father, and one is not. Then Jojepb faid-, 
to them^ What I mean is, that ye fhall- 
be thus tried, if ye are Spies : By Pharaoh' j* 
Life^ ye Jhall not go from hence ^ tmlefs your ' 
younger Brother comes hither^ - Send one of

you, and let him bring your Brother; but 
ye (hall be kept in Prifon, 'till it i§ proved 
that there is Truth in you ; otherwife, by 
Pharaoh's Life, ye are treacherous Men. 
So he put them all in Goal for three Days ; 
and upon the third Day faid to them. Do 
this and live-, I fear the Gods : If you 
are true Men, let one of your Brothers be 
confined in Prifon : Go ye, carry Corn for 
the Hungry in your Families ; but bring 
your youngeft Brother tome: So your 
Words (hall be proved, anci ye (hall not 
die. And they did fo. They alfo faid to 
each other. We are, in truth, guilty con- 
cerning our Brother in this, that w|ien we 
faw the Anguifh of his Soul, we would 
-not regard him : For this Caufe this Evil 
has come upon us. Then Reuben thus an- 
fwered ; Did not I then fay to you, Do no 
Harm to the Child -y but you would not re- 
gard me: Therefore now his Blood is 
fought after : * For they knew not that JO" 
Jeph underflood them, becaufe he fpoke to 
thepi by an Interpreter. After he had 
withdrawn himfelf afide from them, and 
wept, he returned to them, and fpoke 
with them, and took from them Simeon^ 
and bound him in their Prefence. Jojeph 
alfo appointed their Sacks to be fiU'd with 
Corn ; that every Man's Money fhould a- 
gain be put into his Sack ; and that Provi- 
fions fhould be given them for the Way t 

Thus 
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IrhUs he did by them. And they loaded 
their Afles with Cotn, and departed fronx 
thence. But^ as ohe of them opened his 
Sack, in order to give his Aft Provender 
in the Inn, he faw his Money ; for it was 
in the Mouth of his Sack. Then he faid 
to his Brothers, My Money is rejicrid : It 
is in the Mouth of my Sack. Now, their 
Hearts failing, they were afraid, and faid 
to each other, .What have the Qods dow 
to, us ? And.when they came to yaegb their 
Father^, in the Land of Canaan^ iJbey in 
this manner told him all th« had happen*- 
ed. to them ; He who is Lord of the Land 
took us for Spies of the Land : But wc 
faid to him, We are honeft Men ; we are 
iibt treacherous. We are twelve Brothers, 
the Sons of one Father : One is not, and 
the Youn^ft fe this Day^ wilH ddr Father, 
in the Land of Canaan. Then the Lord 
of the Country faid to us. By this I Omtt 
know if ye are bdneji Men ; leanJe on^ of 
your Brothers with me, a^d be gone, and 
take away the Famine from your Families, 
but bring your youngcft Brother to me ^ 
I (hall then know that ye are not treache- 
ifou^, but honeft Men : I will deliver your 
Brother to you ; ye fhall trade in the Land* 
Bat as they emptied their Sack^, eV6ry 
Mall's Proportion of Money wks in his 
Sack ; and wh^n they and their Father 
iaw the Sums of Money^ they were a- 

T ^ fe'^v^- 
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fraid. Then Jacob their Father faid to 
them, Ye have robb'd me : Jofepb is not, 
Simeon is not, and ye will take Benjamin : 
All thefe Stories are againft me. So Reu-- 
ben fpoke to his Father, and faid. Kill my 
two Sons, if I deliver him not to you : 
Give Jiim into my Care, and I will bring 
him to you again. But he faid. My Son 
fhall not go down with you ; for his Bro- 
ther is dead, and he alone remains : If 
Mifchief befal him, in the. Way as ye 
go, ye fhall then bring down my grey 
Hairs with Sorrow to the Grave. But 
the Famine grew grievous in the Land. 



CHAP. XLIIL 

WHEN the Corn was eaten ,^ which 
they had brought out of Egypt ^ 
their Father faid to them. Return and 
buy us fome Food. Then Judah thus 
faid to him. The Man thus pro telling af- 
fured us, Te Jhall not fee my Face^ unlefs 
your Brother is with you. If you will fend 
our Brother with us, we fliall go, down 
and buy Food for you ; but if you will 
not fend him, we will not go down, be- 
caufe the Man faid to us. Ye fhall not fee 
my Face, pnlefs your Brother is with you. 

Now 
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Now IJrael fays, Wherefore dealt ye fo ill 
by me, as to tell the Man if ye had yet a 
Brother ? They anfwered, the Man thus 
enquired ftriftly concerning our Condition, 
^d jOur Kindred ; Is your Father as yet 
ajiivc ? Have ye ever a Brother ? We fpoke 
to him according to the Purport of thefe 
Qucftions : Could we certainly know that 
he would fay, Bring down your Brother. 
So jfudab faid to Jfrael his Father, Send 
the Youth with me, and we will get up 
and go ; that we, and you, and our Little 
ones may live and not die ; I (hall ahfwer 
for him, from me you (hall require him : 
If I bring him not to you, and place him 
before you, 1 fhall always be guilty before 
you ; for unlefs we had delayed, we might 
by now have come again the fecond Time. 
Then their Father IJrael faid to them. If 
the Cafe is trujy fo, now do this ; Take 
of the beft pf the Lan4 alopg v^ith you, 
and c^rry down a little Palm, Honey, 
Spices, Myrrh, Nuts, and Almonds for a 
Prefent to the Man j take double Money 
with you, and carry agaip the Money that 
was brought back in the Mouths of your 
Sacks 5 perhaps it was a Miftake. Take 
your Brother alfo, and get ye up, and re- 
turn to the Man : And may the Mighty 
give you Favour in the Prefence of this 
Man, that he may fend away your Bro- 
ther and Benjamin j if I am robh'd, I ani 

T 2 ' — robb'di 
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robb'd. Then the Men took the Prefent,' 
and double Money with them, and Ben^ 
jamin ; and rofe up, went down to E^t^ 
and ftood before Jofepb ; who as fooii ao^ 
he faw Benjamin widi hini, faid tch th^ 
Overfeer of his own Hdufe, Bring theft 
three Men Home, and killing kill, and 
drefs it; fbr they (hall dine with liie ai- 
ISToon . The Man did as Jofeph appointed, 
and brought thofe Men mtojofepb's Houfe. ' 
When they were brought into y^fiph's 
Houfe, they wer^ afraid, and faid. We 
are brought in, becaufe of th^ Money 
that was returned in our Sacks at the firftf 
Time j th^t he may infult us, fall upon us, 
and feize us, in order to make Slaves of us, 
and take our Afles. Then they came nigh 
to the Overfeer of yojepb'^ Houfe, and 
fpoke with him at the Door Cii the Houfe, 
ind faid, We capie down indeed at firft 
to buy Food ; and when we came into the 
Inn, yft opened our Sacks, and every' 
Man's Money appeared in the Mouth of 
his Sack : Now we have brought our Mo* 
ney of full Weight in our Hands ; We 
haye alfo brought other Money with us to 
buy Food : We cannot tell who put our 
Money in our Sacks. ' He anfwered, Peace 
be to you j fear not : Your Gods apd the 
Gods of your Fathers^ have given yoti 
Treafbre in . your Sacks ; your Money 
came to me : So he niaeje Simeon eenafe 

put 
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oiit to them. This Man brought them 
into Jofeph\ JHoufc, fet Water, that they! 
might wafli their Feet, and gave their Af^' 
fcs Provender 5 but they prepared a Prc*.. 
fent againft Nobn, y/shtn J ofeph came ; for- 
they heard that they mould eat Bread: 
there* When- y^/^/i? came Home, they 
brought him the Prefent that was with' 
them in the Houfe, and bowed themfelves 
towards the Earth before him. Then he 
^fk'd them about Peace, and faid. Is your" 
Father well? Is the old Man, of whom 
ye fpoke, yet aiiye ? Theft they apfwered. 
Your Servant, our Father, is jn good 
Health ; he is ytft alive : And they hovftX 
down their Heads, and did him Hon0ua[ 
When he looked about, he faw his Brother f 
Benjamn^ his Mother's Son^ and, faid, Is - 
this your younger Brother, of whom jre * 
fpoke to me ? He alfo iaid to him. May : 
the Gods be favourable to you, my Son* 
Then Jofeph made hafte, and fought a 
Place where he might weep ; becauf^ his 
AfFedion to his Brothers grew warm. So . 
he wafhed his Face, came out, and dc- . 
filled jfrom weeping, ind faid. Bring 
Bread. They fet down fof him by him* 
felf, and for' them by themfelves, and for 
the Egyptians^ who did eat with him, by 
themfelves, becaufe they could not eat 
with the Hebrews ; this being an execrable 
Crime by the Law& of Egypt. So they 
*^ * fat 
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hx before him the Eldcft' according to his 
Birth-right, and the Youngcft as became 
him, upon account of his Youth ; but the 
Men look'd one at another like Perfons 
aftonifh*d. He took Meffes for them 
from before himfelf ; but Benjamin's Mefs 
was five times as much as any of theirs : 
So they drank plentifully with him. - 



CHAP. XLIV. 

HE thus gave Inftruftions to the O- 
verfeer of his Houfe, Fill each of 
thefe Mens Sacks with Food, as much as 
they can carry, but put each Man's Mo- 
ney in the Mouth of his Sack.

Let him die, with whomfoever of your 
Servants it is. found 5 and we (hall become 
my Lord's Slaves. He anfwered. Accord- 
ing as ye have faid. He with whom it is 
found, fhall be my Servant 5 but ye flial! 
be free from Punifhment. ^ach Man 
quickly placed his Sack upon the Ground^ 
and opened it ; fo he fearched, beginning 
with the Eldeft, and ceafing with the 
Youngeft. But: when the Cup was found 
in Benjamin's Sack, they rent tneir Cloath^ 
loaded their AfTes, and returned to th^ 
City. So Judab and his Brothers came to 
yofeph's Houfe, where he as; yet was, and 
fell before him upon the Ground. And 
Jofeph faid to them. What an Adtion is 
this which ye have done ; don't ye know 
that fuch a Man as I can * trying try ? 
Then Judah faid, What (hall we fay to 
my Lord ? What fhall we fpejtk ? Or how 
can ^Ye propofe to be acquitted? The

As he cried aloud, the Egypti-^ 
ans and Pharaoh's Houfe heard* He faid 
to hi^ Brothers, 1 am Jofeph. Is my Fa- 
ther yet alive ? But they could not anfwer 
him, becaufe they were confounded at his 
Prefence. Then Jofeph faid to them. 
Come nigh me, I entreat you : So they 
came nigh ; and be faid, I am Jofeph your 
Brother, whom ye fold into Egypt. Now 
therefore be not forrv nor angry with 
yourfelves, that ye fold me thither; for 
the Gods fent me before you to preferve 
Life. For thcfe two Years there has been 
Famine in the Land 3 and for five Years

Make hafte, go up to my Father, and fay 
to him. Thus your Son Jofeph fays, T^hie 
Gods have appointed me Lord of all Egypt ;, 
come down to me^ Jlay not : For you fhalj 
dwell in the Land of Egypt y and be- near . 
me, you, and your Children, and your 
Children's Children, your Flocks, and your. 
Herds, and all you have : I will nourifli 
you there (for there are yet five Years of 
Famine) left you, and all your Family, 
and all you have, perifli. For behold, 
your Eyes and the Eyes of my Brother 
Benjamin fee whofe Mouth it is that fpeaks 
with you. Do alfo inform my Father of 
all my Honour in Egypt^ and of all that 
ye have feen ; make hafte, and bring my 
Father down hither.

When they 
came to AtaiTs Threlhing-Floor , after 
having paft over Jordany they there mourn- 
ed with a very fore Lamentation : He there 
for feven Days made a Mourning for his 
Father. When the CanaaniteSj the Inha- 
bitants of the Land, faw this Mourning 
in Atad's Floor, they faid, This is a fore 
Mourning among the Egyptians ; wherefore 
the Name of the Place was called ^ Abel- 
Mizrainiy which is as you pafs over ^Jordan.
